WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 23.—| Special. }— 
The President stated to a gentleman whom he 
called in consultation today that he should rig- 
idly adhere to his civil-service policy whatever 
might happen in or out of his party, and that 
he is confident that, ultimately the country will 
approve his course. Of one thing be is sure, 
that neither political party can openly espouse 
any policy which is antagonistic to the civil- 
service-reform idea. The only thing for any 
party hereafter to do as te that question is 
to decide whether it will sincerely sup- 
port a policy which it will de 
compelled. to  indorse, or covertly 
seek to nullify it. Mr. Cleveland intends, in 
the reorganization of the Civil-Service Com- 
mission, which will be made so soon as com- 
petent persons can be found, to fill the places 
of the present Commissioners and the vacancy 
to be. created by the retirement of Mr. Eaton, 
to make clear his purposes in this matter. He 
hopes, in the selection of the new Commission- | 
ers, to give renewed assurance that he intends 
to execute the Civil-Service law in its letter 
and spirit, and he expects that the lead- | 
ers of his party will come to 
bim upon this question. He does 
not intend to go to them, even if he is left to 
stand alone. It is the President's intention to 
select one of the new Commissioners from the 
South if a competent man can be found who 
is in earnest in support of the reform. One of 
the Southern names suggested is that of Judge 
Benjamin Buckner of Louisvihe, Ky., to whom 
the position of Chief Justice of New Mexico 
was last week tendered and deciined. It is said 
he wants the place, and his friends say he ap- 
proves of the civil-service policy. The Presi- 
dent is not as confident as he was that it will 
be possible to obtain a Cl ice Commis- 
sioner in Massachusetts.

He said so 
far the convention bad done splendidly and 
they ought to guard against mistakes further 
on. Ald. Michael Ryan of the Fourteenth 
nominated Timothy Ryan. The name of J. J. 
Curran was proposed by Ald. Hildreth. Ald. 
Cullerton expressed pleasure that for the first 
time a Campaign Committee had sent out men 
to ask trustworthy citizens if they would 
serve in case the convention nominated them. 
It bad taken the committee three-quarters of 
an hour to convince Peter Fortune that it was 
his duty to accept a nomination if it was tend- 
ered him. The balloting resulted in 142 votes 
for Fortune, 2 for McAndrews, 17 for Ryan, 
and 1 for Curran. 

The name of Chris Casselman created wild 
enthusiam when proposed by Ald. Ryan of the 
Fourtéenth, who withdrew Tim Ryan. The 
nomination was seconded by the Twelfth and 
the Eighth, and a motion made to nominate 
Casselman by acclamation. 

Ald. Hildreth again proposed J. J. Curran. 
He said the Seventh Ward ought tc be recog- 
nized and treated fairly, and « man from that 
ward placed on the ticket. They would be look- 
ing for the taliy-sheet of the ward to pull the 
ticket through. 

Chris Casselman, who was a delegate, rose 
and explained he was not a candidate, but bis 
explanation was éxplained away by Ald. 
Michael Kyan, who said that Casselman would 
obey the cali of his party if nominated. 

When the vote was taken the Fifth was

THE ELECTION LAW AND THE JUDICIAL 
NOMINATIONS. 

Carles Kern, on behalf of the committee 
appointed at the meeting of citizens called by 
the Committee of Public Safety, asked to have 
one-half of the tickets printed in favor of the 
new Election law and one-half against it. 
County-Attorney Law wanted half for and 
half against. Van Pelt moved to refer the 
matter to the Campaign Committee. Senator 
Hereley offered an amendment to instruct the 
Campaign Committee to have all tickets printed 
against the law. Van Pelt said he himself was 
opposed to the law, but it was not policy to de- 
clare against it. Senator Hereley said he un- 
derstood from Van Pelt’s remarks that the 
Democracy would vote against the Election 
law. Then they ought to pronounce againat it 
boldly. He fought the law in the Senate, and 
favored fighting it at the polis. As a matter 
of policy, however, he withdrew the amend- 
ment. The matter was referred to the Cam- 
paign Committee. 

Van Pelt stated that no call had been issued 
for a convention to nominate a candidate for 
Supreme Court Judge, as there was nobody 
authorized to call such a convention for the 
division. He moved that the convention call 
the Supreme Court Convention tor Monday at 
2 p. m., to meetin Judge Williamson's court, 
the delegates for Cook County to be selected 
by the delegations of the wards and districts, 
and consist of half the number of each dele- 
gation.

He has not heretofore figured in 
politics. 


WHAT THE DEMOCRATS THINK OF THE 
TICKET—THE JUDICIAL NOMINATION, 

The Democrats who make their headquarters 
atthe City-Hall were very jubilant over their 
ticket. They were predicting big majorities 
for Fortune and Tilden. They had not beard 
much about Goetz and some of them did not 
like the nomination of Casselman. He has 
deen an unlucky nominee, they said. The last 
two tickets on which he was placed were 
snowed under by big majorities. His backers 
retorted that he always ran ahead of his ticket. 
The only candidates on the Republican side 
they affect to fear are Wall and Oliver. They 
are afraid that both those men will trade with 
the Fifth and Sixth Ward Democrats to such an 
extent as to endanger one if not two of their 
own men. * 

As to the judicial situation there is a gener- 
al feeling in tavor of indorsing Mr. Magruder, 
the Republican nominee, for Supreme Court 
Judge. Corporation Counsel Winston advo- 
cates this policy. Ald. Noyes says that Mr. 
Magruder is too good a lawyer to be made the 
victim of a partisan opposition. Ald. Colvin 
agrees with Ald. Noyes. Itis almost certain, 
therefore, that the Democrats will make no 
nomination for Supreme Court Judge. 

There is a movement ou foot awong the City- 
Hall Democrats to try to induce Judge Sidney 
Smith to run as an Independent candidate for 
Superior Judge tosucceed himself. If he would 
do so the Democrats say they wou.d indorse and 
support ham. The scheme is to get up a re- 
quest to be signed by lawyers of both parties 
asking the Judge to become a candidate. This, 
it is expected, would be largely signed. If the 
Judge consented, then the Democratic indorse- 
ment would follow. 

It is not known whether Judge Prendergast 
would accept the nominagon, nor is it certain 
that if he sought it he would get it. The Dem- 
ocratic managers are opposed to removing him 
from the County Court at this juncture. They 
argue that it would not be good policy, in view 
of the probability that the Citizens’ Election 
law will be adopted. ,The appointment of Com- 
missioners under the law is vested in the 
County Judge. It would never doto give the 
power to make the appointments to a Republic- 
an. Judge Prendergast’s term expires a year 
from next November. If he were elected 
Superior Judge the Governor would ap- 
point his successor—tbe unexpired term 
‘being less than a year. The Governor would 
probably appoint a Repubiican. the Democrat- 
io managers say, and be would have the ap- 
pointment of the Election Commissioners. 
These calculations count against Judge Pren- 
dergast, whose stock is rapidly fafiing. Frank 
Baker is talked of in connection with the place. 
but is not deemed strong enough. He bas suf- 
fered one defeat already. William J. English 
of Hynes, English & Dunne is also mentioned. 
Mr. English, however, favors the reGiection of 
Judge Smith. Mr. English’s partner, Mr. 
Hynes, is also spoken of forthe piace, and if 
the candidates for Commissioners are con- 
sulted he will be the nominee. They want a 
man who can talk for them and arouse en- 
thusiasm in the Democratic strongholds... Mr. 
Fortune is said to be strongly in favor of 
Hynes, and as be made a sacrifice in accepting 
the nomination for Commissioner his views 
will have considerable influence with the con- 
vention when it reassembies Monday. Melville 
W. Fuller is talked of, but be is too respecta- 
ble, the boys say. He can’t bring out the 
vote. Egbert Jamieson, if he would become a 
candidate, would make a strong run, in the 
opinion of some of the old beads, but the 
machine is down on Jamieson for some reason.

The impression among the 
Democratic workers at first was that all the 
tickets which did not specifically declare in 
favor of the law would be counted against it, 
that if both phrases should be printed on the 
ticket and left unscratched that ballot would 
be a negative. 
quirement in some cases—like that for the 
State-House appropriation—which in definit 
terms set forth the necessity for an 
actual majority of all the votes 
cast to be in we affirmative in or- 
der to adopt the proposition. The idea, 
therefore was that by printing both phrases on 
the tickets the appearance of public opposition 
to the Election law could be avoided while the 
gang could be made happy with the aasur- 
ance that the law could easily be defeated be- 
cause a great many voters would not take the 
trouble to scratch the phrase against 
though they favor the law. But it happened that 
this point was foreseen by the men who drafted 
the law and provision made for it. Ballots 
which contain no reference to the law or which 
have both phrases unerased are simply dead 
ballots. To defeat its adoption an actual ma- 
jority of specific negative votes will be neces- 
sary. ‘The law says: 

Sec. 3. At such election the ballots so far as they 
relate to this act shall be written or printed in the 
following form: For City Eiection law,“ or 
** Against City. Election law.“ aA 

Sec. 4. The bailot-upon such proposition in the 
form aforesaid must be printed or written at the 
bottom of the ticket containing the names of candi- 
dates for public offices at such election who are 
woted for by any elector. But if any elector de- 
sires to vote upon such proposition and does 
not desire to vote for any candidate 
for any public office, he may vote 
a bailot prepared as aforesaid without the name of 
any candidate being thereon; but he cannot by one 
ballot vote for or against such proposition and 
then by another ballot vote for any candidate for 
any office at that election. If any one shall vote a 
ballot which shall contain no reference to such 
proposition, or if both forms of ballot—viz: 
“For City-Election law and “Against City- 
Election law” be upon the same ticket uncrased 
such ballot shall not be counted for or against 
such proposition. 

So in referring the subject to the Campaign 
Committee the Democratic Convention did not 
get around the trouble as nicely as was sup- 
posed. If the Democrats want to fight the law 
they will have to come out from under cover 
and do it openly. One of the machine man- 
agers said last night the proposition to print 
one-half the tickets for and the other half 
against would not be tolerated. A few hun- 
dred tickets might be printed in favor of it to 
satisfy the silk stockings in-the Fourtn Ward, 
but that would be all.

‘ SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 23.~—[Special.]—Said 
a leading Democrat to Tun TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent today: ** Congressman Springer has 
wot about all the load on his shoulders he 
can tote, and it is my opinion, and the opinion 
of many others, that ‘Our William’ win never 
be sent back to represent this district in 
gress again.“ : 

“ Why do you think so?” 

Well, he has made about as many mistakes 
as Moses did; and this last one, when all the 
inside facts are known, will bury nim beneath 
the débris of its ruins. When President Cleve- 
land becomes cognizant of the connection 
Springer has had with this Vincent matter, it 
will be good-by to Springer’s influence at 
Washington. He will lose confidence in him, 
and it is doubtful if some who are 
confidently expecting to be boosted into 
office Jan. 1 on his recommendation will be 
appointed. In the first place he has to a great 
extent ignored his well-tried and firm friends 
and has brought all bis influence to aid those 
who have always been opposed to him. His 
next mistake was to do all he could to get 

Ciendenin appointed Postmaster, thus turning 


the guns of the other Democratic organ against 


him, and it bas been putting in some 
telling work looking to his destruction. 
The opposition to Clendenin’s appoint- 
ment is by no means confined to the opposition 
organ. There are a great many of the bone 
and sinew of the party who are opposed to it, 
but Springer has involved himself to such an 
extent that opposition is in vain. Another 
mistake was the appointment of Vincent, 
which Springer recommended and procured; in 
the first place, on account of his years and 
very limited experience as a lawyer, and last. 
but not least, his visit to New Mexico during 
the summer just passed put the cap-sheaf on 
it all, in the light of Judge Vincent's perempt- 
ory removal by the President. Now you know 
it has been frequently charged that Springer 
had land interests in New Mexico. It has been 
publicly charged that he and eight other 
prominent Congressmen made a pool, putting 
in $5,000 each, and investing it in New Mexico, 
and it is further charged that for some reason 
a coolness has sprung up between some 
of these gentlemen and Springer. 


WHAT IS CHARGED. 

It is further charged that Springer some 
months ago had an interest in interests there 
that were in litigation, and when Vincent was 
appointed it was whispered among those in the 
secret that Springer had procured the appoint- 
ment of Vincent for the purpose of using him 
in bis interest. The fact that Vincent had 
been mixed upin these land troubles before 
his appointment and the fact that he went di- 
rectly there after his appointment and affili- 
ated, as is charged, with the leaders in the 
landgrabhers’ ring, broke bread with the prince 
of the landgrabbers, and then appointed him 
to do an important duty, all give color to the 
report that Springer procured Vincent’s ap- 
pointment for that purpose. Why, at the time 
of his appointment, itis said Vincent was in 
Europe for the purpose of becoming better ac- 
quainted with the members of the great 
Scottish land syndicate. I tell you 
all these circumstantial concurrent oc 
currences and situations make 80 
strong a case against Springer that he will have 
to do more than hide behind his ‘high sense 
of honesty,” and pose as an unearther of 
frauds in the Republican party, in order to re- 


lieve himself of the murky cloud that hangs. 


over him. Instead of being the leading investi- 
gator of the Department of Justice, he may 
be the investigated, before the close of this 
‘reform’ Administration.” 

The Democratic organ here has been defend- 
ing Springer in recommending Vincent, and 
trying to defend Vincent, and now since Vin- 
cent’s successor is appointed, without allowing 
him to appear and plead his case, it places the 
Democratic organ in an unenviable position; 
for it must support the action of the Adminis- 
tration. must support Springer’s action, and 
must vindicate Vincent. 

Vincent will arrive bere tomorrow, and, it is 
said, Springer expects to accompany him to 
Washington, but it ie not settled yet. The 
Springer syndicate of advisers are divided as 
to the advisability of bis going with Vincent, 
being afraid, some of them, that he will sink 
bis own craft in so doing, while others say he 
cannot afford to desert his friend. 

WORK ON THE STATE-HOUSE. 

The work of completing the State- House is 
steadily progressing, and preperations are 
making for pursuing the work during the 
winter on the inside of the building. The out- 
side of the building has a desolate appearance, 
the rolling lawn being strewn with stones, brick, 
and débris of every kind. Danger signs are 


staring the occupants of the building in the 


face at nearly every turn, and all the State 
officers and all the employés have taken out 
accident insurance policies; in fact, the acci- 
dent insurance company of which ex-Gov. 
Hamilton is President bus done a driving busi- 
ness here, largely due to the state of things 
about the State House. A mammoth network 
of trestle is being erected from the basement 
floor to the dome, and the work of completing 
the inside of the dome will be pushed ahead 
during the winter. 

It is not improbable that by the time the 
Commissioners get well under way and before 
the court grants the injunction asked for 
they will find that they will need all the money 
they bave to do a good Job of completion 
without putting several thousand doliars into 
bronze statues of living men. 

It was not expected they would have to take 
aown the partially completed terrace on the 
north side of the buiiding, and the bids for 
stone-work did not inciude that, but when 
they came to remove the stones down to the 
top of the pillars, as contemplated, to their 
astonishment they found the columns were 
not solid stone masonry, but only a sheli of 
stone around a poorly-constructed brick cen- 
tre, and the stones were not in condition to go 
back. consequentiy all the work had to come 
do and be rebuilt trom the ground. 

The terrace over the executive floor ferming 
the iegislative floor of the building will have 
to be replaced, as it is not considered safe, be- 
cause many of the iron stringers are not iong 
enough, only baving a bight of from two to two 
and a half inches to rest upon. It the Com- 
missioners Gisclose much more of this kind of 
work that must be replaced, they will ha se 
for every dollar of the appropriation, ill 
have none to spare on useless ornament . 


A SERIOUS ACCIDENT.

House today which resulted in the killing of 
one man and the injuring of seven others. Ten 
workmen were working on the, arches which 
had supported the flight of stone steps on the 
east side of the State House under the direc- 
tion of J. P. Butrum, foreman, and had taken 
down the first arch without accident. The 
force were then set to work about 4 o'clock on 
the second arch, and were on top of the arch 
removing the key which held it in place, when 
it suddenly fell through, carrying all down 
with it, a distance of ten feet, and almost in- 
stantly che ten men were buried under the fall- 
ing mass of rubbish from the sides of the arcb. 
Help was immediately summoned and witbin 
five minutes surgeons were on the ground. 
When extricated it was found that Patrick 
Flynn, an old man ween 60 and 70 years of

BELL. 


HIS TELEPHONE AND THE TALK IT HAS 
MADE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 21.—[Correspond- 
ence Brooklyn Zagle (Dem. I— The reports of 
the Ohio election being just now on the gossip 
concerning the President and his lieutenants in 
the Pan-Electric telephone business has tem- 
porarily lulied. But so far as I have been able 
to observe no act of the President bas made so 
acute an impression on the public mind bere 
of the absolute integrity of his purpose as his 
letter to Solicitor-General Goode virtually or- 
dering the dismissal by that officer of the suit 
he had instituted in the Government’s name 
against the Belitelephone patent. The seven 
months of his Administration have very thor- 
oughly tested the moral fibre of Grover Cieve- 
land and found it good. And yet in the matter 
of inhibiting his Attorney-General from action 
in this telephone business many able lawyers 
in Washington believe that the President has 
been more honest than wise, that he bas left 

‘the Gordian knot of the difficulty untouched. 

Now, @s to the persons and newspapers that 
have constituted themselves as critics in this 
case. It is being freely said in this city by 
fair-minded men of either politics that the ani- 
mus of the censorship of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, where it is not that of bitter partisanship, 
has the much baser origin of sordid interest 
with the parties attacked in the just-withdrawn 
suit. After a little while this fact will become 
transparent, and will not be of specid) benefit 
probably to the parties in whose benalf the 
cry against the Government Law Department 
bas been made. The Bell Telephone Company 
is a hardened monopoly with revenue 80 colos- 
gal that for the safety of their interests they 
can well afford at any moment to raise a news- 
paper clamor which in vigor and endurance of 
lung can remarkably counterfei#the sound of 
public opinion. The next development in 
case will probably be the exhibition of this 
fact. I have not seen the papers in the patent 
office which Solicitor-Generai Goode informed 
the President be bad fully examined before or- 
dering the action against the Bell Telephone 
corporation, but taking the choice of an opin- 
jon from other facts known concerning Bell 
himself, I should say at a jump that the pre- 
tensions of this corporation rest on a fraud 
that is, upon the pretensions of Beli to be au- 
thor of the telephone. 

The business, to be sure, is one with millions 
in it and naturally defends itself at every 
point like the hide of a porcupine. Bell lives 
here in Washington in a veritable palace 
in the West End, andis a beneficiary of his 
own patent to the tune of two or three mill 
ions. He is a huge, soft, spongy-looking man, 
body ana brain, and, with all his pretensions 
of learned prefixes and tities, is a man of only 
balf scholarship, with an uncanny eye to thrift, 
at war with all genuine culture. He keeps 
a number of working rooms in the Kar- 
get of his house, where he dabbles in halt 
science and schemes of charitable education. 
He is insincere, however, in his charity, 
as he is a sciolist in his science, and 
his assumptions of discoveries in a number of 
directions have as slight basis as that probabiy 
in the case of the telephone. His father, for 
instance, had the name of inventing the sy m- 
bois for articulate speech in mutes. Bell keeps 
up the tradition of interest in mute teuching, 
and besides maintaining a sort of mute schooi 
here in Washington is in the babit of taking to 
bimself the credit of every discovery made in 
connection with the instruction of the deaf 
and dumb, having on several recent occasions 
claimed the invention of the process of edu- 
cating the semi-deaf to speak, which is the 
proper discovery and fame of Miss Mary Mc- 
Cowen of the Chicago Voice and Hearmg 

School, a fact of which I am personally 
cognizant. But with all his solemn preten- 
sions and weakly dabblings in science and mute 
education, Bell, by the means of bis wealth, 
obtained from his telephone patent, has man- 
aged without much public questioning of his 
parts hitherto to maintain his fictitious réle of 
man of letters and a genius of invention, giv- 
ing receptions and strutting generally here in 
Wasbingtoh as a sort of modern Lorenzo Mag- 
nificent. 

It is against the plutocratic based 
on the pretensions of this bubble sort of man 
that the recent suit from the Attorney-Gener- 
al's office was launched with undoubted right- 
eousness, and the more: is the pity that any 
delicate scrupie for appearance sake should 
have made its withdrawal seem to the Presi- 
dent a propriety. | 

As I ciose this letter, however, word is given 
that fresh action is already being solicited from 
the Government against this famous and prob- 
ably unrighteous patent.

The Democratic County Convention yester- 
day completed half its work and left the re-

‘missioners were put in nomination, 
and, to adopt an accidental and _felicit- 
ous phrase which was used by Tue 
Tano yesterday morning, they may 
by a stretch of courtesy” be regarded as 
constituting a ** Taxpayers’ Ticket.“ The 
Campaign Committee was empowered to se- 
lect a candidate for the Superior Court 
bench, or to leave that place vacant, 
or to indorse the nomination of Gwynn Gar- 
nett, as they may see fit, The same unlim- 
ited discretion was of necessity confided to 
the Supreme Court Judicial Convention, 
which will meet Monday, and whose 
action could not be forestalled by 
the County Convention. The Com- 
paign Committee is authorized to decide 
whether the Democratic tickets, shall have 
printed upon them the clause For City 
Election Law,” or Against City Election 
Law,” or both. It will be seen that the most 
important half of the work of the County 
Convention was turned over to the Campaign 
Committee, and we have not the least ink- 
ling what that mysterious tribunal will de- 
cide to do as to the Judges or the Election 
law. 

The Commissioners’ ticket is by no means 
composed of ideal candidates; but in candor 
we are compelled to say that, as 
a whole, it is better by a de 
gree or two than that which was 
put in nomination by the Republican 
Convention Wednesday. Some of the Re- 
publican candidates are probably fitter to be 
County Commissioners than some of the 
Democratic candidates, but the latter average 
a shade higher. 

Mr. Tilden, the South Side candidate on 
the Democratic ticket, isa taxpayer and an 
honest man, who has excellent business 
qualifications. On the other hand, he is 
not in robust health, and he has had no 
political experience, nor is he at all 
familiar with the duties that would devolve 
upon him as a member of the County Board. 
Peter Fortune, the first West Side candidate, 
is a brewer, a man of character and fortune, 
but not specially endowed with admin- 
istrative capacity nor skillful in the 
methods of legislative or deliberative 
bodies. Christian -Casselman, the other 
West Side candidate, is a chronic 
and perpetual candidate for office, 
and a Hunker Democrat, but he also 
is a large taxpayer; and, for the first 
time in his long and variegated political ex- 
perience, it must in justice to him be said 
that he is a candidate for an office which he 
has not sought. 2 

The North Side candidate, Frederick 
Goetz, is a reputable dusiness- man, who may 
or may not be endowed with the penetration 
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on the board. it may be said also that none 


of the Democratic candidates isa dealer in

ONE REGISTRATION GOOD FOR FOUR 
YEARS. 

The New York Journal of Commerce in 
a very well-considered article on the new 
Chicago Election law pronounces it the 
least objectionable statute of the kind within 


its knowledge,” and declares that in some re- 


spects it is superior to the New York system. 
It alludes particularly to the commendable 


novelty of the Illinois plan which makes a 


single registration good for four years unless 


the registered man actually changes his resi- 


dence during that period,” and concludes 
that, as contrasted with the New York 
method, the lLilinois plan effects a sav- 
ing of three-fourths of the trouble taken in 
registering.”’ ‘This, indeed, is one of the ob- 
jects of the new Election law. It aims not 
only to restrict and punish fraud, but seeks 
to give the honest voter every facility and 
convenience for depositing his ballot without 
trouble or loss of time or having to renew 
his registration before every election, which 
is two or three times a year. 

As is well known, the new Election law 
was framed on the plan of the Tilden act in 
New York, but the provision making one 
registration good for four years is peculiar to 
the Illinois statute. The one defect of the 
New York law is that it puts the voter to the 
trouble and inconvenience of registering for 
each election. No matter how well known a 
man may be or how long he may live in the 
same precinct he must appear and register 
every year, precisely like anewcomer. With 
all its manifest advantages the New York 
law is open to the criticism of maintaining 
the nuisance of continual registration in sub- 
stantially the same form as it has existed in 
this State heretofore, The new City Elec- 
tion law is therefore an improvement even on 
the New York plan in providing that one reg- 
istration shall last for four years, thus re- 
lieving the voters of a constant source of 
vexation and loss of time. 

Under the present Illinois system voters 
have been required to register three times 
during the present year—for the city election 
in April, the judicial election in June, and 
now tor the county election in November. It 
will thus be seen that the new City Election 
law will do away with much more than three- 
fourths of the trouble taken in registering. 
The voter who registers once in four years 
will be absolutely certain that his name is on 
the register and ean vote at any election 
within that time without making a new regis- 
tration or being put to the tronble of hunting 
up a witness and swearing ir his ballot at the 
polls, If he removes from one precinct to 
another, all he has to do is to notify the board 
of commissioners, or their clerk, and his name 
will be transferred from one register to an- 
other. It is enough to ask each voter to 
register once in four years. This is a matter 
of economy as well as convenience. The 
time and money lost under the present sys- 
tem of registration will more than defray the 
entire expense of elections under the new 
law. It will no longer be necessary to con- 
vene and pay 200 boards of precinct regis- 
tration two or three times a year, which in 
the aggregate costs the taxpayers a large sum 
of money. 


STORING WHEAT AT STATIONS. 

Amid all the discussion of the wheat ques- 
tion, in regard to the action of the farmers as 
influencing the course of prices, there is one 
point which seems to have been overlooked, 
though it is evidently an important one. 
And it is growing in importance with the re- 
cent development ot a method of handling 
the crop of the spring-wheat regions in the 
Northwest which has done much to change 


the tone and temper of the markets in the. 


great speculative centres. The railroads 
there have an arrangement by which they 
take the wheat from the farmer and store it 
for him, issuing a receipt which is good at 
any point along the line on payment of 
the difference due to transportation charges, 
if any. The farmer gladly avails himself 
of the facility which at first sight appears to 
be decidedly to his advantage, especially as 
lumber for the building of bins for storing the 
grain is a scarce article in many parts of the 
Northwest. As a rule, he thrashes directly 
from the stack and hauls his wheat to the 
country station. But the pressure there soon 
becomes great enough to force the moving of 
the wheat to the principal points of aeccumu- 
lation, where it forms a part of the visilste 
supply, the magnitude of which is looked at 
by the speculators as a reason for bearing the 
price of the grain in the world’s markets. 
The very measure which the farmer has ac- 
cepted as a benefit, and one that was prob- 
ably originated in good faith as a means of 
ner him, proves to be a serious detri- 
ment. 

Obviously, the only way out of this dilema 
is for the farmers to provide some means for 
keeping at least a small proportion of their 
crops on the farm, as is done by their rivals 
in the less recently settled portions of the 
wheat-raising area. The farm can no more 
be regarded as complete without a barn for 
storing a part of the surplus grain, as well as 
for the care of horses and machinery, than it 
would be in the absence of plows and har- 
vesting apparatus, The one is as essential 
to success as the other. The man who is 


so, But that is a very different thing trom 
the policy (or rather the absence of one) 
which throws out the whole product of a 
season’s toil upon the speculative world at 
the earliest possible moment atter harvest, 
and then waits for the price to be fixed by 
others. |

The case represents 
a public matter of great and growing im- 
portance, and if the evidence submitted by 
the District-Attorney is true the Bell monop- 
oly is founded on a shameful fraud, and its 
patent should be set asidé at the earliest 
practicable day. The evidence appears to 
be conclusive, and, indeed, there has 
been no attempt so far to weak- 
en or combat it. The sole effort 
of the Bell Company is to avoid being called 
into court to face the proofs in an honest 
case. Its advocates were able to have the 
Government suit dismissed once on account 
of the beggarly pretense that the proceedings 
were not instituted in proper form; but as 
the United States District-Attorney in Ten- 
nessee appears to be a man of courage and 
devotion to the interests of the public, the 
matter is not ended yet. The Department 
of Justice must act on this second applica- 
tion one way or the other. It cannot stultify 
itself by declaring insufficient the evidence 
which it formerly pronounced satisfactory. 
If the Attorney-General’s ownership of tele- 
phone stock should be a matter of embar- 
rassment he ought to retire trom office and 
make room for a successor who is not dis- 
qualified from performing the duties of the 
post. The Administration must surrender 
absolutely to the Bell Company or the Gov- 
ernment suit must go on. 3

to deprive other Democrats of the opportuni- 
ty of voting for pure and honest elections.

268 proficient in French and ninety-four in 
German, while, most deplorable of all, the 
number of those who passed in English did not 
rise above 113. It may be inferred, then, that 
more than six times as much attention had 
been paid to Latin as to English, and that all 
the sciences had been esteemed of less than 
one-fifth the value of Greek, which is the 
most utterly useless study over which the av- 
erage student can waste his precious time. 


A SAN FRANCISCO - dispatch, referring to

nia, says: The shipment of fruit from Call 
fornia to the East continues, The rate per 
passenger-train for green frult is $600 for each 
car of 20,000 pounds. The rate by freight-train 
is $300 a car. President Stanford some time 
ago made a proposition to the fruit-growers 


that if they would make up a train of fifteen | 


or eighteen cars once, twice, or thrice a week 
he would send it through to Chicago in the 
same time made by the recent tea-trains, which 
was less than that taken by passenger-trains.

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Christian EX., King of Denmark, is the fourth 
son of the late Duke William of Schleswig- 
Holstein-Souderbury-Glicksburg, and was 
born April 8, 1818 Before his accession 
to the crown he was  Inspector-Gen- 
eral and Commander-in-Chief of the Dan- 
ish cavalry, and in 1842 married a daugh- 
ter ef the Landgrave William of Hesse- 
Cassel, by whom he had several children, 
among them Princess Alexandra of Wales and 
Princess Dagmar, who was married to the 
present Czar of Russia in 1866; also Prince 
Waldemar, just married to Marie of Orieans. 
The succession to the throne of Denmark was 
vested jn Christian IX. by the protocol of Lon- 
‘don, May 8. 1852, and he ascended the throne 
oa‘the death of Frederick VII. Nov. 15, 1868. 
Immediately after this the son of the 
Duke of Adgustenburg laid Gaim to 
the sovereignties of the Duchies of Schleswig- 
Holstein, glithough his s father hac, for 
a compensation, resigned all right to them in 
1882. The young man being supported in his 
claims by Germany and Austria, Christian was 
forced to yield, and, at a treaty signed in 
Vienna Oct. 80, 1864, renounced all claim to 
Schleswig-Holstein and Lauenburg. Since 
then a new Constitution has been granted Den- 
mark, the army and navy reconstructed, sev- 


eral r@ilroads built, and agriculture and iadus- 


tries in general fostered. In 1867 Christian 
and Queen Louise visited the Princess of Wales 
inLondon. The marriage of the Crown Prince 
of Denmark and Princess Louise of Sweden in 
1869 was bailed as a pledge of union between 
the two countries. Christian granted a new 
Constitution to Iceland, which became oper- 
ative in August, 1874, that being the one 
thousandth anniversary of Iceland's existence 
as a nation. The long-continued arbitrary 
policy of King Christian IX. in declining to dis- 
mies the’ Estrupp Cabinet in compliance with 
the temper of the Rigsdag, and in levying 
taxes alleged to be unconstitutional because ef 
the retusal of Parliament to vote the budget, 
seems about to culminate in grave troubles. 
There have been unconfirmed rumors of a 
number of serious riots and imposing demon- 
strations against the King and the Estrupp Min- 
istry in Copenhagen. The people seem deter- 
mined that their representatives in Parliament 
shall have some voice in the affairs of the Gov- 
ernment. They have become so threatening 
in their demands that the King has ordered the 
garrison of Copenhagen to be largely rein- 
forced. These popular manifestations are not 
confined to Copenhagen, but are general 
throughout Denmark. It is expected that a 
state of siege wili be declared, and it is feared 
that a revolution will ensue if the King per- 
sists in withholding the concessions demanded 
by the Rigsdag. A number of political arrests 
have been made, and have tended to further 
efcite the people. The popular feeling has be- 
come so intense that the shedding of blood is 
possible at any moment.

THREE MEN LOSE THEIR LIVES IN A STOCK- 

YARDS SEWER—SOME OTHERS NARROWLY 
- BSCAPE A SIMILAR DEATH. i 
In trying to clean out a sewer in the Stock- 
‘Yards yesterday a party of men encountered a 
draught of sewer-gas which caused the almost 
fnstant death of two of them and the poison- 
ing of a third, who died during the evening. 
Several others had a narrow escape. All were 
employed by the Union Kendering Company. 
Those who were suftocated were Peter Mooney, 
aged 55 years, a man of family living on 
Forquer street, near Halsted; Edward Burke, 
80 years of age, residence unknown; and 
Stephen Brennock, a married man living at 
No. 988 Thirty-ninth street. The latter is a 
brother of John Brennock, forewan of the 
* men were employed in skimming off the 
grease flowing on tep of the filthy water which 
runs through the main sewer from the Stock- 
Yards and empties into the South Brauch of 


yesterday morning they were notified that there 
was some obstruction in the sewer preventing 
the low of the water into the canal. They first 
proceeded to the caval end of the sewer, and, 
finding nothing to prevent the flow of the filth, 
the men left the sewer and walked through the 
Stock-Yards to Forty-third street, about half a 
mile, intending to drag north from 
that point and dislodge the obstru ctions. 
In the northwestern division of the Stock- 
Yards, in the alley between Blocks 6, 17, and 
12, the men halted’ and prepared to descend 
into the sewer through a manbole “directly 
over an eighteen-inch tile-pipe sewer which 
runs from Armour’s packing-house and emp- 
ties into the draining sewer. A ladder was 
vhrust down to the bottom of the sewer, and 
Burke and Mooney had descended for the sec- 
ond time, and had gone but a few feet, when 
the first deathly blast of sewer-gas struck them. 
Burke uttered a shriek and fell flat on his face 
and bands in the slimy filth. Mooney was only 
a few feet behind him, and before he could ask 
his companion the cause of the trouble the gas 
reached him. Bem a powerful man, he beat 
a retreat to the ladder and grasped the rounds. 
He paused a moment and pitched forward into 
the water. Brennock, on the outside, beard 
Burke's shriek and looking down in the 
darkness saw Mooney as he appeared in the 
sewer at the foot of the manhole. Surmising 
something wrong he called John Smith, a 
Stock-Yards employé, to bring a rope, and he at 
once descended into the pit of death. He had 
no sooner reached the last round on 
the ladder than he was overcome 
by the noxious vapor,» and releasing 
his hold he tell to the bottom, striking Mooney 
and Burke in his fall, and shoving the lat- 
ter farther into the sewer. Smith, who had 
heard Brenaock’s call, with Patrick McInerney, 
bastened to the bole 8 which r 
bad disa red, just in time to see him pu 

his — to. ib head in a dazed way and fall 
to the bottom of the sewer. Smith at once 
prepared to rescue him, and darted down the 
flimsy ladder from which four rounds had been 
broken by the unfortunate men in their terri- 
dle endeavors to escape. McInerney followed 
him, calling for others to come to the rescue. 
Before Smith had gained the bottom the gas 
had overpowered him, and McInerney 
was in a slightly better condition, 
but both were pulled out by men who 
had been attracted by the cries for heip. 
The gas was stili rushing from the sewer and 
its effects could be seen on the bystanders. 
Pike-poles were soon on hand and a score of 
them were fastened into Brennock’s clothing, 
as he lay almost submerged by the water, and 
be was bauled out. He was alive. Dr. Cald- 
well and Father Doméy were sent 
for and arrived in a short time, and 
after three-quarters of an hour's work 
Brentdock began to manifest signs of restora- 
tion to consciousness. +, 

In the meantime the search for Brennock’s 
comrades haa not ceased, and before be had 
begun to show signs of returning to life the 
body of Mooney was found and hoisted by 
pike-poles through the orifice. Burke's body 
had disappeared. Smith and MolInerney, in 
another part of the yards, were pronounced 
out of danger. Brennock was taken to his 
bome, where he died at 6:15 o’ciock. 

It was supposed that the current of water 
would carry away Burke's body, and a force 
ot men wgs sent tothe canal end of the sewer. 
to catch him when he came out. Manholes 


and boards were taken off the sewer at differ- 


ent points along the route, and boards were 
thrust to the bottom to catch and bold the body 
should it float to that point. Grappling irons 
were attached to buge pieces. of wood and 
placed in the sewer to float along until they 
would come in contagt with Burke's body. 
The air was stifling, and many turned sick and 
faint. The sewer gas continued to pour up 
from the manholes, and so tainted the air that 
silver watch cases turned biack. 

Mooney’s body was placed in the ambulance 
wagon and was conveyed to the Forty-third 
street morgue. The search for Burke's body 
was kept up, and three hours after the acci- 
dent was found about twenty feet from the 
piace of entrance. The body was taken to the 
morgue and the Coroner notified. That the 
unfortunate men are alone responsible there 
can be no doubt. They neglected fo remove 
the caps from the manholes to allow the sewer- 
gas to escape. The only cap removed was 
where they entered to find their graves. It 
was also the only outlet for the deadly gas. 
The ladder which the men used was a pooriy- 
constructed affair. The inquest will be held 


today.

One of today's panel, 
Joseph B. Kaufman, a Bowery shopkeeper, 
astonished the court and the counsel by sol- 
emn!y deciaring that he had never beard of 
Ferdinand Ward. He did not know anything 
at allubout the Grant & Ward failure or the 
Maride Bank. He could not read the English 
newspapers and he had never heard any body 
speak of Ward, Fish, or the Marine Bank. He 
thought that he was sufficiently ignorant of the

but Ward’s counsel preferred not to take him.

The wheat mar- 
ket has suffered a decline this week, cash at 
New York losing 2% cents. Free sales, in- 
creasing supplies in sight at home and abroad, 
and continued light exports contributed to this. 
Petroleum, unexpectedly to some, bas nearly 
maintained its advance of last week, largely 
owing to the excessive short interest which fol- 
lowed the appearance ot the quotation ot $1.10 
per barrel. Provisions bave been dull and 
lower, and ocean freights without feature. The 
movement of commodities abroad has not 
gained. In grocery staples there has been an 
increased movement in sugar and coffees, but 
prices are weak. Tea is depressed, Dairy 
products are in steady demand for home con- 
sumption, but behind last year for export. 

There were 146 failures in the United States 
during the last week, as compared with 164 
the preceding week, and with 284. 209, and 187 
respectively in the correspgnding weeks of 
1884, 18838, and 1882. About 86 per cent were 
those of small trader#, whose capital was less 
than $5,000. Canada had twenty-four, an in- 
crease of seven. 

The business failures occurring throughout 
the country during the last seven days, as re- 
ported to R. G. Dun & Co., number for the 
United States 153, and for Canada 24, or a total 
of 177, as compared with 166 last week and 207 
the week previous. Failures are still numer- 
ous in the Pacific States and Canada, but in the 
other sections of the country they are below 
the average. :

RIEL WILL ‘HANG NOV. 11—COMMENTS OF

The 

Ministers of the Crown refuse to express an 

opinion, but it would appear as if the Govern- 

ment had decided to let the law take its course. 

The Citizen, the leading Government organ, 

says: 

Now that the highest court in the Empire has de- 
cided that Riel has had a fair trial, only executive 
clemency can save him from the gallows. That he 
was responsible for his actions when he planned 
the rebellion, when he negotiated with certain 
tribes of Indians to join h‘'m, when he was privy to 
the outrages committed by his followers on settiers’ 
homes, when he conceived a plan for obtaining aid 
from the United States, when he offered to betray 
the unfortunate dupes who trusted in him by ac- 
cepting a large sum of money from the Govern- 
ment there is not an unprejudiced mind in the 
country will deny. Cruel and merciless when he 
had an opportunity of exercising his self-imposed 
authority, he deserves no consideration. He has 
been a source of trouble to the country too los. 
It is time we heard the iast of him. : 

MONTREAL, Que., Oct. 28.— Le Minerve, a 
leading French paper here, contains a strong 
article against Riel, who it believes is not en- 
titled to sympathy simply because he is a 
French-Canadian. It says: To make the 
cause of Riel the cause of a party or nationali- 
ty is for that party or that nationality to ex- 
cuse the imprisonment of priests and sisters; 
to approve of murder, pillage, and heresy; to 
create among other nationalities a hatred of 
the French name, and to make us a race of

THE CONSUMPTION VINE. 


SINGULAR VEGETATION FOUND IN THE COF- 
FINS OF THE DEAD. 
BLOOMINGTON, III., Oct. 20.—[{Editor of The 
Tribune.]—The following letter, written to a 
near relative in 1848, recently fell into my 


hands. The writer, an octogenarian, is still 


living, and I am induced to make it public, to- 
gether with some other matters pertaining to 
this subject, hoping it may stimulate inquiry 
into so curious atopic. The letter related to 
the removal of a number of relatives from an 
old burying-ground in one of the cities of New 
England, and substantially read as follows: 


The disinterment was done undgr my personal 
supervision, as carefully and respectfully as such 
things should be. The first of the graves opened 
contained the rema of your grandmother, but, 
removal, she was placed 
in a new case. Your grandfather’s soffin, how- 
ever, was entire, and was taken up  with- 
out in the least disturbing the contents; only 
the fastenings of the lid were gone, and the ad- 
mirable preservation of the coffin induced me te 
contemplate for the first and last time the sem- 
blance of my respected ancestor, who had de- 
parted this life nearly sixty years before. The 
skeleton was entire, growing over it. inside the 
coffin, six feet under ground, ina dry gravel soil, 
was a little vine, which had year after year spread 
ite meshes like a web over the entire — and 
seemed to be still alive and growing! It was snowy 
white and cold as ice, a fit inhabitantof the dark 
and silent grave. 

In the coffins of your mother and brother the 
same little vine was found growing. If you remem- 
ber, consumption has for many years made sad 
havoc in our family and these three are said to 
have died of this disease: . 

Now, there is a tradition among the Germans that 
if a descendant pluck from the corpse of the last 
victim of consumption this littie vine it will eradi- 
cate the disease from the family. If there be any- 
thing in it, which I hardly believe, 6onsumoption 
has been destroyed from ours, for I had the temer- 
ity to tear it away from the remains of your broth-. 
er, the thought of which makes me shudder even 
now, disclosing, as it , the ghastly skeleton 
* this growth had endeavored to con- 
cal. N 


In another grave I found sprouts growing from 
the head, the hair of which was well preserved, 
though buried well-nigh three-score years. This 
vine, or sprout, was also white, but sparkled like 
an ice-plant, and on close examinawuon it proved to 
belong to the common sorrei family, whose tenaci- 
ty of life enabled it to grow four or more feet un- 
der ground. 

Many years ago in Smithfield, R. L, a tamily 
were fast becoming extinct from consumption, 
Through the advice of friends the last victim 
of this disease was disinterred, and, on open- 
ing the coffin, this vampire or consumption- 
vine was found growing from the breast of 
the dead. The body was afterward burned, 
the friends hoping in this way to exterminate 
this dreadful malady. In an old abbey in 
Dumfermiine, Fifeshire, Scotland, workmen, 
while excavating for laying: the foundation of 
a new building, came upon well-preserved 
stone sarcophagi, tightly covered with slabs 
of stones.

RECOLLECTIONS OF A PORT. 


JOHN G. WHITTIER WRITES A LETTER DE- 
| TAILING SOME OF HIS EXPERIENCES DUR- 
ING THE ANTI-SLAVERY RIOTS. 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 23.—/[Special.|—The fol- 
lowing letter was read at the Garrison com- 
memoration: 


OAK KNOLL, DANVERS, Oct. 17, 1885.—I. W. Powwelt 
DEAR FRIEND: I have received thy invitation to 
attend a meeting in Boston the 2istinst., the anni- 
versary of the mob of 1835, in which the now worid- 
honored William Lloyd Garrison narrowly escaped 
with his life. 1 was atthe time in the Legislature 
at the State-House. Hearing of the mob, I 
hastened to the scene of it. I found the 
street thronged and noisy with turbulent re- 
spectability and unwashed frascality. I was 
anxious for my young sister. who. I knew, was in 
the woman’s anti-slavery meeting. but I learned 
that the women had ali left and were safe. Tne 
fury of the mob seemed to be directed against 
George Thompson, but, failing to find him, they 
eecized upon Garrison. 1 heurd their shout of ex- 
ultation and caught a glimpse of their victim just 
as he was rescued and driven off to Leverett Street 
Thither Samuel J. May and myseif followed 
and visited him in the prison. I could sympathize 
witb him, for only a short time before the Concord 
(N. H.) mob which could not get hold of Thomp- 
son fell upon me with stones and missiles, and my 
escape with nothing worse than a few bruises was 
something to be thankful for ‘The rioters had 
just roughly used a poor traveling Quaker preach- 
er quietly passing through the town, who had the 
misfortune of being mistaken for myself. It 
seemed to be a case of suffering by proxy all round. 
From our present standpoint we can pity and for- 
give the actors in these scenes, but I am giad te 
see the colored citizens of Boston faithful to the 
memory and grateful for the noble work of the 
great anti-slavery pioneer. Let us be thankful 
that times have changed; that Boston now honors 
her illustrious citizen, whose bronze image in her 
midst will soon be the witness of her Works 
meet for repentence.”

The warrant for 

Fyfe was placed in the hands of Constable J. 

D. White, who is noted as an officer who always 

gets what he is sent after, and to 

gether he and Crawford went to 
the Board of Trade about the time of the noon 
adjournment. Crawford had planned to make 
another attempt to go upon the floor, and if 

Fyfe objected White was to piace him under 

arrest. The special policeman was on guard 

and soon let Crawford know that be was as 
much opposed to his entrance then asat any 
previous time. 

“I'm an officer and want to go in,” said 

Crawford. ' 

„Th an Officer, and you can't do it,” said 


Fyfe. 

„We'll see about that,” remarked the West 
Side constable, and then, turning to White, who 
was close behind him, ne said: Arrest this 
man for obstructing an officer.” 

The fun began at once. White laid his band 
on Fyfe's shoulder, and read the warrant to 
bim. It took him by surprise, and he Wes 
dazed for a moment, but when White began to 
urge him down-stairs he resistea and raised his 
heavy cane to strike him, but that doughty of- 
ficer captured the stick in its descent and 
threw it down into the hall below, where it 
fell among a lot of settling clerks, who rushed 
up in a body to see the sport. Secretary Stone 
of the Board of Directors ran out of his office 
to learn the cause of the disturbance, and the 
eager traders paused for a moment to hear the 
dispute. Secretary Stone was at first disposed 
to resent any arrest of his policeman by acon- 
stable, and the clerks, who saw a chance for a 
more exciting diversion than settling up deals, 
yelled: **Give it to him, Fyfe, Slug him,” 
“We'll see you through,” and other ex- 
pressions calculated toegg on the men to a 
serious row. Meanwhile Crawford had not for- 
gotten his business there, and had quietly 
slipped into the hall and made a search for Mr. 
Free, but his man was not there. After a 
wordy argument in which Secretary Stone, 
the two officers, and several dozen cierks all 
joined, the arrest was effected and Fyfe was 
taken over to Justice Russell's court, accom- 
panied by several Board of Trade men and M. 
J. Scrafford, Assistant General Solicitor for 
the Chicago & Alton Railroad, who was 
sent for by Mr. 8 
afier the case for the Board of Trade 
directors. It is claimed that Fyfe acted under 
instructions from Mr. Stone in keeping out all 
but members, and the most iargteresting point 
to be determined is whether the board is to be 
a refuge for persons seeking to evade the law. 

The attachment for Mr. Free was for con- 
tempt of court in refusing to appear as a wit- 
ness, after accepting service of a summons 
and taking witness fees, in Justice Tearney’s 
court in the Town of Lake. The caseis a civil 
suit, brought by one John Kraft to recover the 
value of a horse from Percy A. Gray, a veter- 
inary surgeon who, it is alleged, killed tne ani- 
mal by improper treatment. 

Fyfe was granted a continuance to Oct. 80 by 
Justice Russell, and gave a bond for his appear- 
ance in the sum of $500. Mr. Scrafford be- 
came his surety. 


A SHOOTING SCRAPE. 

ROBERT BRUCE, A NOTORIOUS CHARACTER, 
PUTS A BULLET INTO EDDIE DEVINE, A 
NORTH SIDE TOUGH. 

Early yesterday morning a row occurred in 
Mattie Davis' house, No. 185 Washington 
street, in which Ed Devine was shot by Robert 
K. Bruce, an alleged private detective. De- 
vine is said to be a hard man _  gener- 
ally. Early in the evening he went to the 
house mentioned in company with two loose 
women, Lillie Vailand Maggie Moore. Eddie 
Hall, a friend of his, was with the crowd. 
There was a good deal of drinking, and at last. 
for some reason or other, Devine began to beat 
Lillie Vail, bis mistress. The woman fied 
shrieking into the hall. Her cries were heard 
by Mme. Davis and ber son James, and both of 
them ran up-stairs. Devine met them at the 
head of the steps. You want some too, do 
you?” be cried, and struck Mme. Davis in the 
face. By this time a servant-maid, who was 
aroused; rushed into the street shout- 
ing murder. Bruce was just passing, and 
went up to give what-assistance he could. 
As he mounted the third pair of stairs Devine 


Struck him in the face, exclaiming: **What do 


you want here“ Without a word Bruce drew 
his revolver and fired. 

Devine was removed to the County Hospital 
and Bruce gave himself up to the police. He 
appeared before Justice Meech and was sent 
over to the jail, bail being refused. Liilie 
Vail, Maggie Moore, and the Davis woman 
were held as witnesses. Both Bruce and his 
victim have bad records. Bruce: bas been 
mixed up in meny affairs of greater or less 
rascality, and about three years ago shot and 
killed Anthony Connelly, a Fourth avenue 
saloonkeeper. His plea was insanity, and he 
was acquitted. 7 

Devine is said by the police to be a 
sneak-thief and confidence man. He now lies 
at the County Hospital, and, though bis wound 
is not necessarily fatal, littie hope is enter- 
tained of his recovery. 

Bruce was lodged in the County Jail at 4 p. 
m. To a reporter for Tue Trisune he made 
the following statement: 

**F left Detective Thorpe at the Central Sta- 
tion at 3 o’clock and started for home. As 1 
was passing No. 185 Washington street a woman 
ran out screaming ‘Murder!’ ‘For God's 
sake. save the woman!’ she cried. She asked 
me if 1 was an officer, and I said I was not. I 
asked her who was hurting the woman, and 
she said it was a man. I started up-stairs 
with the servant, and st the head of the first 
flight met the ran coming down a flight that 
led to the third story. When I asked what 
was wrong he attacked me, striking me 
three times. I feil against the wall and 
down on the floor of the landing. He theu 
kicked me. This was all done before I fired. 
After I shot 1 went out on the street and gave 
myself up to Officers Rowan and Thorpe. The 
wounded man came down to the street, too, and 
walked around near me. The blow which 
8 me down on the landing was given me 
on d top of my head, and made my eye turn 
biack, it was such a violent one. As soon as I 
fired the man dropped a pair of brass-knuckles. 
Dwight, W. W. O'Brien's former partner, is 
my lawyer, and my plea will be self-defense.’’

PERPLEXITIES OF A WESTERN CONGRESSMAN. 

“It is only the man who doesn’t know the

With two standards, nearly 20 per 
cent apart, in the world’s markets, circu- 
lating side by side, I saw that something was 
essentially wrong, and that a continuance was 
certain to bring confusion and perbaps disas- 
ter. To put more silver in the doliar is but 
the gold standard in another shape, to stop the 
coinage is to adopt the single standard without 
disguise, and to do nothing at all seems dan- 
gerous.

CORONER’S INQUESTS. 
THE WABASH AVENUE CRASH. 

The inquest on the body of Freeman C. Gil- 
more, who was grushed to death in the building 
which collapsed at No. 1425 Wabash avenue 
last Wednesday, was held yesterday. 

John Green testified that the building was 
raised nine feet from the ground, the west part 
of it being’ supported by blocks and jacks. 
Witness dug away three yards of earth to put 
down three posts. There were no braces on 
the posts to the sill.

witness. The porch, the only part the super- 
intendent of the job thought frail, was braced 
up while the blocks were being taken away. 
The house-mover was not there, there 
being present oniy Kimball, Gilmore, and 
the witness. Witness saw Mr. Kimball run 
and he and Gilmore ran after him. Knew 
something was wrong when the other men 
started torun. When they were three or four 
yards away the building fell on them, while 
running. He heard no remarks about the 
safety of the building. 

Alexander Kirkland of the Buliding Depart- 
ment said the building bad been reported to 
him by the superintendent of that district. The 
sills and studding were partially rotten. The 
man who reported it did not consider it exactly 
unsafe to live in, but in need of repairs at once, 
portions of the studding set in the sill being 
rotten. Witness notified Mrs. Bauer, the own- 
er, by letter Sept. 10 that within five days he 
expected her to put the building in proper re- 
pair, and she sent verbal notice that 
she was going to remove it at once 
and the repairs would be made at 
the same time. He was not notified 
in regular form that the building was about to 
be moved. A building supported on three sides 
by posts without braces and on one side by 
jacks and blocks is not safe. Having exam- 
ined the building since it fell, he found that 
some portions of the studding—new, and old 
that was not aecayed—had been set up on the 
top of the new silis of the basement, but braces 
were wanting, and the weight of the Building 
settling down on them caused them to give 
way. The fall of the buildmg, so far as he 
was able to judge, was due to the careless 
manner in which the carpenter work was done,

THE COUNTY CLERK PAYING HIS MEN IN CASH 
—A GOOD SHOWING FOR HIS OFFICE. 

County Clerk Ryan has reported to Com- 
missioner Senne that the clerks in his office 
have been and will continue to be paid their 
salaries out of the surplus earnings of the of- 
fice, the wrecked condition of the general fund 
notwithstanding. He reports that Dec. 1 he 
will nave on hand a surplus of from $15,000 to 
$18,000. In addition to this the County Treas- 
urer will owe him $33,000 when the tax list for 
the last year 1s extended. The Treasurer owes 
him $8,000 for listing the assessment books of 
last spring. At the lowest calculation 
this will leave a surplus on hand 
to the credit of the County Clerk 
Dec. 1 amounting to $56,000, all of which will 
be turned over to the general fund. This is 
the best financia] showing of any of the county 
Offices.”

Mr. Bullen’s edition of the Elizabethan | 
Dramatists, which began with the spiendid, 
turgid works of Christopher Marlowe, has 
been enriched by four volumes (of a contem- 
plated series of eight) containing the plays of 
Thomas Middleton. When his editorial labors 
are completed, and wnen the books already at 
hand are followed by the dramas of Shirley of 
Beaumont and Fletcher, Mr. Bullen will have 
reared for himself an enduring monument of 
critical insight and research. It is gratify- 
ing to observe that the American 
publishers have given to these old 
plays the beauty of typographical 
renaissance. One can hardly look at this ex- 
quisitly-printed edition without thinking of 
Charles Lamb and his long and loving search 
among the bookstalls of London, until in some 
neglected corner he found a dusty and forgot- 
ten favorit, and, at the sacrifice perhaps of a 
supper or a coat, carried it to his fireside, and 
lost himself in the long. delicious hours of con- 
genial reading. Gentiest and best of critics, he 
led no, movement in letters, but returned from 
many a quest laden witb honey and with grapes 
as earnest of the richness of some Promised 
Land. It is in his spirit that the old come- 
dies are to be read—the spirit that 
could translate itself on the wings of fancy to 
enter into intimate communion with other men 
and other times, always discovering beneath 
exteriors, sometimes rough and sometimes for- 
bidding, the beart-beat of humanity. With him 
as a guide, the student of Engiand’s half-for- 
gotton dramatic literature will be led into the 
quiet and unfrequented paths where he may 
catch the music of ‘ 

Those melodious bursts that fill 
The spacious times of great Elizabeth 
With sounds that echo still. 

It was Lamb, by the way, who, in bis essay on 
The Superannuated Man,“ quoted one gem 
sentence from Middieton’s The Mayor of 
Queenborough” and gave it the setting that 
its lustre deserved. In this play one of the 
characters, renouncing a high honor, declares 
that he knows no more how to govern 
Than he that’s born and has his years come to him 
In a rough desert. 

Lamb changed a word—he took the liberty of a 
lover in altering the line—and now an image 
that will not easily slip from the imagination 
18 Summoned up when ond reads that peaceful 
simile: 

Like one that’s born and has his years come to him 
In some green desert. 

After reading several of Middleton’s plays, 
this passage, which somehow has become de- 
tached in memory, stands out as Shakspearean 
in its incisiveness and strength: 

5 Is she a thing 0 
Whom sickness dare not visit, or age look on, 
Or death resist? Does the worm shun her grave? 

It should be said that the four volumes at 
hand contain the earliest and by no means the 
best of Middleton's works; and the considera- 
tion must be postponed of what are justly re- 
garded as his masterpieces— The Change- 
Img.“ Women, Beware Women,“ “A Fair 
Quarrel,”’ and The Spanish Gypsy.“ All of 
the twelve plays bere printed deserve perusal, 
although they will probably receive attention 
only from students of dramatic literature. 

Of Thomas Middleton, as of the other writers 
of bis time, very little 8 known with exacti- 
tude. He was born in London about 1570—six 
years after the birth of Shakspeare—and is de- 
lieved to have entered into the practice of the 
law in 1593. The earliest references to him 
are found in the misspeiied diary of the pub- 
lisher Hensiowe, who carefully set down every 
advance of £4 or 45 that he made to some 
needy dramatist, and who thought more ot his 
money than authors did of their poetry. This 
diary, indeed, affords the only means by which 
the works of Middleton can be arranged in 
chronological order; and, from the en- 
tries therein found, it appears that 
more than one bigh-sounding tragedy has 
succumbed to probably deserved oblivion. 
Middieton received but scant justice from his 
contewporaries, being sneered at by Jonson 
and ignored by Webster. There is little evi- 
dence in these plays of profound schoiarship— 
some Latin and Greek being. injudiciously pa- 
raded for the mere sake of ostentation. The 
author occupied for a time in London the post 
of City Chronologer, in which he was succeeded 
by Ben Jonson; and in 1624 be was lifted into 
dangerous notoriety owing to his arrest for 
voicing the pubiic hatred of tha Spaniards in 
his play called A Game of Chess. He died 
in 1627. 

The. first comedy here printed is “ Blurt. 
Master Constable“ —the play taking its name 
from one of the humorous characters, who is 
very much like Dogberry in Much Ado About 
Nothmg.“ It is curious, by the way, to trace 
the contempt for petty officials which seems to 
have existed among the English from the earli- 
est times. The stage presents an interminable 
array of these satirized worthies, always 
laughed at by the people (in the form of 
bailiffs doubly obnoxious to poets), from 
the Justice Shallow of Falstaff's immortal de- 
scription, “as lean as famine and as lecherous 
as a monkey,“ to the pompous Beadle of Dick- 
ens’ “Oliver Twist.“ The scene of * Biurt, 
Master Constable, is pitched in Venice; but 
Venice is only another name for the London of, 
Middleton's day—the manners depicted and the 
vices satirized being those of the people who 
paid their pennies and filled the clamorous pit 
to enjoy rollicking and rough-fibered fun. It 
is little that Middleton and his contemporaries 
eared for chronological exactness, or even 
literary grace; to reverse a metaphor in 
„Richelieu.“ they carved the statues of 
their greatness not with the chisel but 
the ax; no critical scrupulosity impeded the 
exercise of their loose-reined imaginations; 
they were the strong-lunged singers of the 
leathern age; and, as human nature is essen- 
tially the same in all times and all nations, 
their virility, their freedom, and their uncon- 
sciousness of self have proved more enduring 
qualities than the finical embellishments of a 
reflective era, which crumble at the first change 
in the capricious weather of taste, It would 
be interesting to speculate upon how much of 
Middleton’s merit should be ascribed to the 
age that cradled him and how much to his own 
talents. As Mr. Bullen truly says, he could 
make the blood tingle: he could barb bis

In writing like this there is the large glory of 
the morning—the breadtb and freedom of the 
heroic Muse; and into the close atmosphere of 
the subjective poetry of today such a strain 
falls like a mountain-torrent. Dramatic ge- 
nius of old bad absolute vision, and coaid 
make each particuiar character speak as Nat- 
ure intended; dramatic genius of today is 
relative in its vision, and makes the character 
speak, not what it would bave spoken under 
the given circumstances, but what the author 
for artistic purposes would like it to have 
spoken. To ftilustrate this distinction it is 
only necessary to compare the opening scene 
of Tennyson's “* Becket” with the concluding 
scene, just quoted, of Middieton's The Mayor 
of Queenborough.’’ 

As Taine points out, the chief value of a 
literature lies in the light it sheds upon the 
men who are behind it; and while a reader oi 
the present work will be apt to place upon the 
genius of Middieton a moderate estimate—ad- 
miring his dignified style, bis imperial confi- 
dence in the use of words, and his insight into 
human passious, which is ciear and healthy if 
not deeply penetrating—the greatest advan- 
tage will be an imeorease of one’s stock of 
knowledge regarding the age that cradled 
Sbakspeare.

THE AMERICAN CAUCUS SYSTEM. 


Though this country is the bome of the 
caucus—though even the queer name given 
the intormal public meeting originated on this 
side of the Atiantic—most Americans know 
little of tne real principle of the system, or, if 
they be familiar with it at all, undervalue its 
importance. They forget that it corresponds 
closely to tho Thümg ot our forefathers—the 
open meeting where laws were decided upon— 
and that even now it is the initial step toward 
putting in operation the machinery of govern- 
ment. The staid citizen is accustumed to look 
upon the caucus merely as the device by which 
politicians carry out their plaas, and some- 
times is uncertain as to whether or not attend- 
ance at a caucus is respectable. Yetin the 
caucus the country is governed, or at least in 
the caucus the political drift is set. 

As for Mr. G. W. Lawton’s book, The Amer- 
ican Caucus System,” it is clear, and rather 
descriptive than anything else. To ninety- 
nine men out of a hundred the information 
contained regarding the growth of the caucus 
system will be a novelty, and if ninety-nine 
men out of a hundred could be induced to 
read the book the effect would be good on our 
primary elections. The caucus originated ap- 
parentiy in New England—that is, the word 
** caucus ’’ was first used there to designate a 
political meeting to name candidates for or- 
fice. There is a tradition that in 1772 a quar- 
rel broke out between British soldiers sta- 
tioned in Boston and the rope-walkers and 
calkers employed there. There were collis- 
ions, and the calkers held secret meetings to 
express their indignation and decide upon a 
policy. Hence it came that a secret meeting 
to determine upou the policy of a group was 
finally called a calkers' meeting—the word 
being in the end corrupted to “caucus.” This 
is but one of the legends—as plausible as any 
offered. As tothe private meeting for political 
ends, it is of course as old as history. Mr. 
Lawton goes back some distancegwhen he tells 
how Abime.ech, one of the many sons of Gid- 
eon, desired the Judgeship vacated by the death 
of bis father. He had no special fitness for 
the pluce or reason to expect the office. But, 
determined to possess it, he applied bimself to 
that end with all the arts of a modern dema- 
gog and pelf-seeker. He was one of the tribe 
of Manasseh, and it was necessary for him 
fo secure a following among the Shech- 
emites. His mother was a Shechemite; 
and, going among that tribe, he held a 
*caucus’’ with her brethren and all the family 
of his mother’s father. The result of his 
**communing.” was that they agreed to back 
him up. A campaign fund of 300 shekels was 
raised, with which Abimelech hired “ vain and 
light persons’’—that is, the floating vote —

Mr. Lawton has a good deal to say about the 
abuses as well as the uses of the caucus, and 
makes some practical suggestons as to the 
methods which should be adopted in a meeting. 
The summing-up of it all is the suggestion of a 
system similar to that which will prevail in 
Chicago should the new Election law be 
adopted. The best men, it is argued, come to 
the front when at a meeting each man present 
knows the others. Small pricincts—for a 
primary meeting is but a caucus—are the 
remedy for existing evils. With but few votes 
to be cast in one precinct there will be little 
roguery, and the will orf those who vote will 
determine the issue. Unfortunately, enough 
people of the right sort will not vote ata 
caucus or primary meeting. ly about one- 
eighth of the Republican voters at the last 
Presidential elecuon in Chicago cast ballots at 
the primary meetings to select delegates to an 
important convention beld in this city last 
Wednesdty. The business-men did not vote; 
the adherents of he machine,“ as it is called, 
did. Theories concerning what the caucus 
should be are of little worth if ite practical 
value is not appreciated by goed citizens. And 
It is not appreciated yet. Abuses have not been 
borne long enough to arouse all classes of tax- 
payers to the conviction that, if they would 
not be robbed, they must take care of them- 
selves. But abuses will continue and grow 
worse; and some day the class of citizens now 
indifferent will iearn that in the caucus is their 
means of self-protecuon. (G. PF. Putnam's

WINDOW-GARDENING. 
The time has come for removing to the orie! 


or other window, or to the conservatory of the 


house, if there be such, all plants intended for 
winter blooming. The principal source of fail- 
‘ure by amateurs is in aa improper selection of 
plants. Asa rule, soft or hairy leaved plants 
do not stand the dry beat of living rooms, 
though this may be obviated toa considerable 


degree by frequent syringing and keeping the 


temperature of the window at a rather low de- 
gree. Hard and glossy leaved piants stand the 
high, dry temperature of living rooms better 


than soft-leaved plants. Thus witb a little

It is pointed out thet while the exports of 
our implements to Russia have until recently 
been insignificant, they .are now becoming 
quite large, having amounted in 1884 to $208,- 
723, of which $185,068 was for mowers and 
reapers. As that country is already our most 
formidable competitor in the wheat markets of 
Europe, ber increasing use of our oon imple 
ments in the production of this staple is a 
point of considerable interest to the Western 
farmers. 

A table showing the averare export values 
of implements of certain classes, while. show- 
ing considerable fluctuation, indicates on the 
whole a gradual deciine in their prices: and 
this would doubtiess be still more marked if 
the improvement taking place from year to 
year in the character of the implements were 
taken into consideration. 

Statistics are published for a number of for- 
eien countries, and in cases where a consider. 
able period is covered the tendency 
to an increased use of agricuitural ma- 
chinery is everywhere apparent. Thus in 
“Russia the import of agricultural implements 
from all sources for the five years 1878-1882 
averaged 5,603,260 rubles per annum, as 
against 2,073,492 rubles per annum for the five 
years preceding. In Beigium the number of 
thrashing-machines in use increased from 550 
in 1856 to 6,930 in 1880. The total number of 
agricultural machines in use in that country in

12,221. A statement of the total imports into Can- 10 
ada shows an increase from $126,149 in 1876 to 11 
$590,019 in 1888, though in 1880 and 1881 the 
increase was interrupted, the im portations for 
K rs beim somewhat less than for some 
of the years preceding. A large increase in 
the importation of reapers and mowers from 
this country within récent years is believed to 
consist mainly of improved seif-binders, of 
which, acoording to a Canadian authority, no 
less than 3,000 were last year introduced into 
use in the Province of Ontario alone. 

In British India the importation of agricult- 
ural implements is still insignificant in com- 
parison with the vast agricultural population 
of the country, but a considerable increase has 
taken place singe the exportation of wheat be- 
came a prominent feature iu the foreign trade 
of India, the average for the five years 1880- 
1884 haying been 5178. 260 per annum, as against 
an average of $60,880 per annum during the 
period 1867-1870. The result of experiments 
with an improved plow on the estate 
of an Indian gentleman in the Presi- 
dency of Madras shows a reduction of 
9% per cent in the cost of plowing, in addition 
to the increased yield secured by the greater 
depth of furrow. The primitive character of 
the plow of the country in common use may be 
inferred from the fact that its cost is set down 
at only 21K cents, The improved plow just 
referred to is itself a cheap implement, its cost 
being only $2.27. 

While the Australasian colonies are large im- 
porters of agricultural machinery, some of 
them appear to be making a respectabie begin- 
ning in its manufacture. The Zist of March, 
1884, there were in the colony of Soath Aus 
tralia sixty-seven agricultural implement 
works, of which nineteen used steam-power, 
6 horse power, 1 gas, and the remaining 41 
manuai force only. The total force employed 
in running their machinery amounted to 243 
borse-power. and the total number of bands 
employed was 919. 

In New Zealand there nas of late been a 
large increase in the use of American machine- 
ry, especiaily in connection with wheat pro- 
duction, the cost of which is being steadily re- 
duced. A case is cited from a report by Con- 
sui Griffin of Auckland in which the cost of 
getting in the crop and siacking was reduced 
46 per cent between 1880 and 1883, the differ- 
ence being largely attributable to the intro- 
duction of McCormick’s wire reaper and binder. 


. FARM NOTES. 

The ashes of a plant simply contain its 
mineral constituents. Nitrogen is supplied to 
the soli in some degree from tue air, and also 
by the action of potash, heat, ana air in com- 
bination with the humus of the soil. Carbon 
is conceded to be supplied from the air, 
through the agency of the leaves. 

One of the means empioyed by gardeners to 
ascertain whether plants need water is to rap 
on the side of the pot, near the middie, with 
the knuckles. If it give forth a hollow ring 
the plant needs water; if there is a dull thud 
there is still moisture enough to sustain the 
pliant. The philosophy of this is that when 
moist earth is in contact with the pot the sound 
emitted is dull; whe@ sbrunk away the sound 
is sharp.

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STOCK NOTES. 

Whatever the breed of sheep always grade 
the flock so they will produce a uniform qual- 
ity of wool. : 

Any person supposing that milk will not 
quickly absorb odors near it has only to place 
a shallow vessel containing milk in a room 
where there is decaying meat or other bad 
odor. The milk will soon become too offensive 
for use. 

A contemporary advises: Don't allow a 
reckless dog to chase the cows home at nicht. 
Better advice would bave been: Don’t allow 
reckless boys to demoralize the dog. The man 
who allows his cows to become unduly excited 
always gets his pay in bad milk. 

Ia Denmark wheat bran, oats, and rope cake 
are considered the best food for cows for the 
production of butter. Barley and rye, with 
peas and linseed cake, is considered next best. 
In the West corn and oats, groupd together, 
with a little linseed or cotton-seed cake, com- 
bine essentials with profitable outcome. 

A farmer in Los Angeles County, California, 
claims to have evolved a simple and sure 
means of destroying those twin nuisances of 
tne farm there—mice and squirrels. By the 
means employed about 2,000 are destroyed a 
month. Tubs or cans partly filled with water 
are placed about the barn and in the fields and 
barrels sunk partly filed with water. Poisoned 
watermelion-rinds or other food that fs liked by 
the animals are placed near. Consumed with 
thirst the animals piunge into the water and 
are drowned. 

Thoroughly-fattened turkeys and chickens 
should be picked dry, hung up until the ani- 
mal heat has escaped, and then packed with 
clean straw, each foul being separately 
wrapped in clean, porous paper. Some per- 
sons pack in clean leaves, using no paper, but 
only bright, clean, long straw. Ducks and 
geese should always be scalded and steamed 
by 33 with a blanket for a short time 
before picking. In other respecis handle them 
as turkeys and chickens; but no poultry should 
be packed until perfectly cool and dry.

A decision was rendered yesterday by Judge 
Moran in the case of Minnie M. White of Wapelio, 
Wis., against her brother, A. E. Mead, and others 
to recover about $39,000 worth of notes. She 
charges that in June, 1876, she gave to her brother 
notes made by L. W. Beck to the amount of $33,994 
for collection, and that he received over $10,000 in 
money from Beck, which he never paid over. In 
March, 1882, she began a suit against Mead and 
Beck to recover the notes or money, but afterward 
learned to her astonishment that it had been dis- 
missed without her knowledge or consent. An ex- 
amination of the records showed that in June, 1882, 
her attorneys, Cummings & Cravener, had entered 
into an agreement with B. C. Taliferro by which, 
in consideration of $1 in full settlement, the suit 
was to be dismissed, and a decree was entered on 
this stipulation, She claimed this agreement was 
a fraud on her, and that Mead paid her attorneys 
to make it, and asked to have it set aside and 
the case reinstated, and the dofendants com- 
pelled to account to her. The Judge held that 
she had proved her title to the property and was 
entitled toa decree against ber brother, but not 
against the other ies. The case was referred 
to a Master in Chancery to ascertain the amount 
due, and on the incoming of his report a decree 
will be entered. 

A LUCKY FIND. 

Before Judge Rogers yesterday was heard the 
appeal of J. W. Lybrandt from the Probate Court 
in the estate of Fred F. Elmendorf. Lybrandt had 
a note against deceased for $10,000 made in 1872, 
with 10 per cent interest, but on a former trial he 
was unable to find it, and lost his case. Yesterday. 
just at the last moment he found it in the office of 
his attorneys, and on the strength of it recovered 
a verdict for 622,698. 

DIVORCES. 

May 14 last Sarah BE. Williford filed a bill for di- 
voree against her husband, stating she was mar- 
ried to him im August, 1864, in Australia, charging 
that he had been a drunkard for seventeen years, 
and asking for a divorce and injunction to prevent 
him from annoying her. Yesterday he made an 
application to Judge Shepard to have the injunc- 
tion dismissed, denying charges made against 
him, and claiming he had given his wife $1,000 cash 
and other things worth $2,000. The daughter, 
Emily, filed an affidavit claiming that she had been 
in the habit of locking up all the knives, razors, 
etc., at night for fear her father might kill her or 
her mother. The Judge overruled the motion to 
dissolve the injunction. 

In the divorce case of William C. Metzner against 
his wife Cora the complainant filed a petition yes- 
terday morning to have revoked the order requir- 
ing him to pay his wife $40 a month alimony, and 
for an order giving him the custody of his little 
daughter. Insupport of his motion were filed 
some affidavits going to show Mrs. Metzner had 
been intimate repeatedly with a negro at a West 
Side hotel, and that she was in the nabit of staying 
out late nights, leaving her child alone at her 
boarding-house. The mother will be heard Mon- 


day. 

In 1878 Mrs. Mary R. Minor obtained an Indiana 
divorce from her husband, Frank D. Minor, but on 
his urgent solicitation she married him again Dec. 
14, 1882. He soon began neglecting her and using 
the money she earned for himself, and when she 
told him she would have to leave him unless he 
would reform, he deserted her in February, 1883, 
and she now wants another divorce. He is a law- 
yer at the Stock-Yards, and she says he earns 
$3,000 a year, while she and her children are desti- 


tute. 
ITEMS. 


Judge Smith is hearing the case of William Young 
& Co. against Samuel Coffman to recover a balance 
of $15,000 due on some Board of Trade deals. It 
seems that during 1882 and 1883 Coffman speculated 
pretty largely on the wrong side of the market, but 
refused to pay what his co.azmission-men held was 
due. He now pleads that the deals have been sat- 
ised, and also that they were gambling transac- 
tions and void.

THEY ARE NEARLY ALL SAFELY GARNBRED 
OR OUT OF HARM’S WAY—NORTHWESTERN 
FARMERS ARE INCLINED TO HOLD WHEAT 


FOR BETTER PRICES. 5 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 23.—/Special.]— 
All reports from Minnesota and Dakota aro to 
the effect that the aehveries of wheat by farm- 
ers continue light, Thisis owing to the fine 
weather keeping the plows going at a great 
rate. Farm help is searce and farmers are 
doing their own plowing, keeping thrashing 
back: Wheat in shock has been thrashed and 
marketed, but that in stack will be held until 
farmers have time to dispose of it. More 
stacking has been done this year than ever be- 
fore, and this is a stroug point 
against free deliveries. Creditors who 
can see the . wheat on which 
they bold mortgages standing in the stack are 
less anxious and will not push collections as 
long as there is a chance to obtain better prices 
by holding. There is, however, a large amount 
of wheat in storé along the various roads, and 
this will be moved as rapidiy as can be fur- 
hished, so that receipts bere at Duluth will 
doubtiess be liberal during the next two weeks. 
The railroads have been sadiy behind this year 
in the matter of transporta facilities, and 
shippers are loud in their complaints that 
they cannot move wheat as fast as 
it comesin. On the Manitoba Road it is said 
that some stations have hot haa a single car 
the last week, and the houses are filling up 
rapidly. On the Milwaukee Road elevators are 
reported full and cars cannot be had to move 
the stuff. A large proportion of this grain is 
stored for account of farmers, however, and 
probably would not be shipped out at once if 
cars could be had unless the market showed 
signs of weakness. As it is, the drop of the last 
two or three days has started farmers to selling 
more freely, -according to reports of the ele- 
vator companies, and should they continue to 
realize it would force shipments to make room 
for current receipts. biockade on the 
Northern Pacific is said to have been raised 
and the movement along that line is expected 
to be large in the near future. On the Omaha 
trouble is being experienced on account of 
limited track facilities, at this point there be- 
ing 400 cars of grain piled up in the yards by 
reason of inability to got at it promptly. 

CLEARWATER, Minn., Oct. 20.—{Special.}— 
Farmers have secure? their crops, such as 
they are, ia excellent condition, The corn crop 
ia just right for feecGing cattic, and everybody 
is borruwing money to buy such stock as can 
be turned out for beef next spring. Wheat 
being Of poor quality in this vicinity, the farm- 
ers were much discouraged, but the recent ad- 
vance in prices, with the liberal grading of the 
elevator company, has made them feel better. 

OWATONNA, Minn., Oct. 29— Special. —Fall 
plowing is completed and thrashing is almost 
done, the weather being the most favorable 
ever seen in Minnesota after a barvest. Wheat 
is yielding better than anticipated. The aver- 
age for this part of the State will be about 
eleven bushels per acre, mostly No.2 and No. 
3. Potatoes are good and the yield is encourag- 
ing. No rot reported as in the counties east of 
us. Corn-husking is almost completed. A 
great deal of soft corn is reported, but the 
yield is larger than anticipated. 

BRIDGEPORT, III., Oct. 22.—[Special. }—-About 
haif the wheat in this county bas been mar- 
keted to date. Only a little of the balance ou 
hand will grade No. 2. The acreage this year 
has been slightly decreased and condition 
of that sown has been considerabiyjinjured by 
recent unseasonable rains. 

GALESBURG, III., Oct. 22.—(Special.|—The 
farmers of this county have commenced gath- 
ering corn. There will be about two-thirds of 
acrop. The quality in some parts of the coun- 
ty is poor, owing to the ravages of grasshop- 


pers. 

LINCOLN, III., Oct. 22.— [Special. I— The corn 
crop, which is now reaped and in shocks 
tbroughout this vicinity, is a comparatively 
large yield this year, and the farmer is conse- 
quently glad. The amount of this product is 
usually four times as much as the wheat cro 
and this year it will reace five times. It 15 
double the crop of wheat, oats, bariey, rye, 
and buckwheat. 

HILLSBORO, III., Oct. 22.—[Special. ]—Wheat- 
sowing in this county is completed, the acre- 
age being considerably smaller than that of 
last year. Much of the early-sown grain has 
been damaged by grasshoppers, but that sown 
late is growmg finely. The corn cropis now 
entirely matured, and both in quantity and 
quality is far superior to that of last year.

HILLSBORO, III., Oct. 23.—[Special. |—The 
continued wet weather of the last two or three 
weeks has injured the corn in the shock-to a 
large extent. Wheat in the bottoms has been 
damaged by the high water. The potato crop, 
which promised to be good a few weeks ago, 
will be cut short by the rot. 

ToLono, III., Oct. 23,—[Special.]—One of 
the sources of surprise to the stranger visiting 
Central IIlinois this fall is the vast number of 
pumpkins seen everywhere in the fields. 
Pumpkins are not a staple crop here, but most 
farmers plant a few of them every year, This 
season they have grown beyond any precedent, 
and range in size from ten to forty pounds for 
the common red, to sixty and as high as nine- 
ty-seven pounds for some of the mammoth 
varieties. They are hardiy worth gathering 
from the fields, being salable only at 10 to 15 
cents for the bert, and no market for more 
than a limited quantity at that.

Tne Hon. George A. Bruce has written a long 
and interesting letter for the Boston Globe on 
the subject of Parnell and bis influence on En- 
glish politics, In it he states that just now the 
liveliest interest is manifested both in Liberal 
and Tory ranks in the question. Which side 
ig to secure the support of the 2,000,000 newly- 
enfranchised citizens?’’ They, he says, consti- 
tute the unknown quantity in British politics. 
The following are given as the issues which 
stand most clearly outlined in British politics: 
1. The land question, in both islands. 
2. The disestablishment of the State church. 
. The question of universal and compulsory 
secular education. 
. The reform of the House of Lords. 
THE TENANT FARMERS’ FRIEND. 

He says that no agreement has yet been 
reached as to what the exact changes in the 
land laws shall be. It is now admitted,” says 
Mr. Bruce, that the iatroduction of this ques- 
tion into English politics is directly due to the 
movement inaugurated by Parnell and his as- 
eociates for a modification of the land laws in 
Ireland. Parnell, though regarded as a cham- 
pion simply of Irish rights and liberties, bas in 
reality borne the bunt of a battle that is as 
much in the interest of the English and Scotch 
tenant farmers as it is in the interest of those 
of Ireland. Perhaps he has not intended to 
champion the cause of the oppressed tenantry 
of all three kingdoms, and assuredly the En- 
glish tenant farmersdo not yet recognizo bim 
as their benefactor. Nevertheless, they bave 
taken their cue from him, and are pressing for- 
ward through the breach in the walls of aristo- 
cratic landiordism which he has made, and 
ure demanding the same reforms for their . 
own benefit which he and his gailant band 
of Nationalists have extorted tor 
the Irish people, Slowly but surely 
the English working farmer in Yorkshire, or 
Devonshire, or Surrey bas got it through his 
head that there is need of reform in Engiand 
as well as Ireiand ef the laws which keep bim 
from owning the soil he tills, and which make 
him the subservient lessee of a great titied 
lord, who can ride over his estate from sunrise 
to sundown without coming to the end of it, 
and who draws from him the highest rentals he 
can exact and leaves bim at the end of a long 
life of bard labor no richer than be started, 
while the titled lord hands over this vast estate, 
improved by his industry, to his eldest son, 
and he to his eldest eon, and so on, worid with- 
out end. Parnell has done a great work, 
greater, I think, than even he bimself yet re- 
alizes. Ireland loves and honors him already, 
and Eugland will yet enroll him as a benefactor 
of her landlord-ridden people. The genera! 
feeling of bostility among the Engiish towards 
the Irish people tended in no slight degree to 
hinder a redress of the wrongs the Irish peas- 
ant was laboring under, and still more to 
awaken attention on the part of the English 
and Scotch to the system of laws in those 
countries which, of late years, have tended in- 
evitably to make the rich richer and the poor 
poorer.”’ 

A BURNING QUESTION. 

The Irish tenant farmers set the ball rolling, 
and the English tenant farmers are keeping it 
going. Parnell asserts that there is not a district 
in Engiand or Scotland where the question is 
not now being earnestly discussed, and that 
there is no country where so much need is 
felt for a reformation of the land laws es in 
England. * Today,” he says, 600 Peers own 
over one-fifth of the entire area of England and 
Scotland.

ENGLAND'S LOST GORILLA. 


YIELDING TO THE INHOSPITABLE CLIMATE 
A LAUGHING MONKEY. 


Pall Mall Gazette: England has not been fort- 
unate in the gorillas which have been brought 
over to her shivering shores. The little brute 
which came into the possession of Mr. Cross, 
the great Liverpool dealer, a few weeks ago 
died from the cold in spite of all efforts to 
save her. We are told on good authority that 
not more than half a dozen gorilias have sur- 
vived even the voyage, and, with the excep 
tion of the one exhibited some time ago at the 
Aquarium, perhaps not one of them is ‘iving. 
So it was natural enough that Mr. Cross should 
set some value even on the. gorilla’s corpse, 
which was sent up to Mr. Bartlett at the 
Zodiogical Gardens. The price was too 
high, however, and the dead body 
was returned to Liverpool by the society, 
and Mr. Cross wil probably stuf it 
himself for one of his patrons. For our sketch 
we a re indebted to Mr. Cross’ kindness. “ We 


have no gorilla here, it is true,“ said Mr. Bart- 
lett Jr., to our representative who went up to 
see the remains, but we have Sally, the bald 
chimpanzee, who is almost human.“ Would 
you tell me something about Sally, then, Mr. 
Bartlett?“ And Mr. Bartlett showed me an 
account in the Field, from Mr. Tegetmeier, ot 
this almost humana ’”’ anthropoid. I regard 
Sally, he says, as one of the most interest- 
ing animals in the Zodlogical Gardens, not 
merely on account ot the species being exhib- 
ited for the first time in confinement, but also 
from the peculiarities of its babits and food, 
and its being one of the few anthropoid apes 
that have passed through two winters and ap- 
proached maturity in our unfavorable climate. 
Take away the large flat ears and put a mob 
cap on the head and Sally might almost pass 
muster for a human among some of the lower 
forms of. humanity. Singular to relate, 
she pays marked attention to people of 
color, utter her loud cory of pleasure, 
‘Bon, bun, bun.“ It has been said that 
man is the only being that laughs; but it is 
only necessary to see Sally playing with her 
keeper at such times as he holds ber hand and 
tickies her to be convinced of the falsity of the 
statement—her laugh is unmistakable. Those 
of my readers who may think I am making out 
too strong a case for Sally’s affinity to ourselves 
may comfort themselves by the fact that there 
is at least one strongly marked structural dif- 
ference between the two genera, Homo and 
Trogiodytes. The chimpanzees -have thirteen 
pairs of ribs and man only a dozen, to say 
nothing of the imperfect hook-like fore bands, 
without a thumb opposable to the fingers, and 
the strong thumb on the hinder grasping hand. 
which, unlike the foot of man, is incapable of 
supporting the body in an erect attitude. 

The gorilla (eo Mr. Cross tells us) was 3 
years old and stood two feet and a halt high. 
He haiis from the southwest coast of Africa 
and is the third that wasever exhibited in En- 
gland. These monkeys,“ be adds, “are very 
delicate and never live long in captivity. All 
that ever came to Europe were imported by 
mo, as no other naturalist would run so great 
a risk..“ Alas! that Mr. Cross’ boldness has 
again been of no avail.

Drive Over Wisconsin 
| Roads. 


The Inexpressibly Magnificent Fall 
Foliage Seen in the Northern 


We had just returned from a long drive over 
the beautiful country roads of Wisconsin. The 
ride in the exbilaratmg autumn air was one 


long succession of delights. The full magnifi- | 


cence of the royal season was displayed on 
every side. The trees wers robed in russet, 
and crimson, and gold, whose splendors made 
the whole wayside blaze with more than im- 
perial pomp had they been decked. No looms 
in farthest Ind ever wove fabrics with hues 80 
gorgeous or so skillfully shaded as these dyes 
which Nature has cast with such marvelous 
prodigality over these Western wayside roads. 

Here and there stood one lone tree in a Car- 


dinal’s cloak upon some iofty bill, with only | 


russet and brown for his background, Occa- 
sionally there was one in a pure golden glory. 
Many were mottled in crimson, and green, and 
gold, in every fantastic manner which the band 
of Nature could devise. Whole stretches of 
oak woodland were of that reddish brown 
which is only seen in Nature, and which is the 


despair as well as the delight of the artist. 


The white bark of the poplar shimmered in the 
dark oak wooks like the white plume of Na- 
varre in the dark ranks of the soldiery of 
France. There is no language in which the 
magnificence of the autumn foliage in these 
Northern States can be conveyed. Our few 
porases of color are soon exhausted, and in 
utter impotence we give over the task. And 
the roadsides and the hedges outblaze even the 
woods, for here we get many shades and colors 
not seen in the trees. : 

Today every straggling rail-fence was con- 
o ealed by a wealth ot beauty which no Oriental 
monarch ever dzeamed of in all his regal pomp. 
Far and wide flamed the sumac, perhaps the 
deepest and richest tint which Nature fur- 
niskes, in all her opulence of color. Giowing 
like molten fire, though more intense even 


than that, the coior despens here and there 
into the very concentration of splendor. And 


then where the leaves begin to dry it shades off 


into that rich red brown of which we have 
spoken. 

Next in point of artistic effectiveness is per- 
baps the golden rod and the accompanying yel- 
low aster, which lit up the whole roadside for 
miles. Never was such gold dug out of quar- 
ries, néver such smolted in mints, never such 
treasured by misers. It is deeper, rich- 
er, far more georgeous than the ore. 
Upon its slender swaying staik this golden 
wonder nods to you as you pass with the fa- 
miliarity of an old friend. You get out and 
gather whole armfuis of it, and hug it to your 
beart because you really cannot get enough of 
its glory m any other way. There are many 
varieties of it, all brilliantin color, but some 
much more delicate and graceful than others, 
and of more exquisit tint. The rough strong 
asters and the wild sunflowers mix most beau- 
tifully with the sumac and golden rod, and there 
are only wanting the blue and purple asters, 
which Nature always plants with them to com- 
plete this sy ophony of hues. 

ROADSIDE BBAUTISS. 


The small blue aster is very dainty and deli- 
cate,. and leans invitingly towards you 
with a shu woodland grace which is all 
its own. Nor must we forget the green 
milk-weed, with its white feathery balis just 
bursting open, which grows always with these 
roadside treasures of which we write. It is a 
ghostly flower, like the dandelion mist, floating 
away on every wind, yet never seeming to 
come to an end. lt renews itself day by day 
and year by year. Far more rare and infinitly 
more beautiful than these, the blue-fringed 
gentian holcs up its pointed chalice here and 
there. It does not flaunt itseif everywhere 
like its mere common sisters, but must be 
sought and its beauties examined with more 
discriminating eyes. Beware of gathering it to 
carry home. It must be enjoyed on its own 
domains. if rudely gathered, even by jioving 
bandas, it closes up ita deep blue bells with their 
ailky fringes and will not open them 
sgain for the most gentle and lo- 
ing solicitation. The varieties ot biossoming 
weeds are infinit. Sometimes the whole road- 
side is white with the small hardy daisy, which, 
spite of grime and dust, looks up at yuu like a 
sweet childs face. White, and purple, and 
gold seem to be the scale of color, but itis 
repeated in ways that are endlesly diversified 
every where. 

Then in the marshes we get the peculiar yel- 
low green of the autumn grass, With waves of 
red here and there through it; and in wet 
places whole acres of genuine cloth of gold, 
where a delicate, water-loving plant carpets 
the earth, not for Kings, but common mortals. 
The beauty of the marshes has never been ap- 
preciated by the mass of observers. It is only 
here aud there that you find a person who thor- 
oughly knows the peculiar characteristics of 
these low, wide plains. There the long, 
rank grass tosses ali day iong with a 
grace rivaled by nothing but billowy oattielda, 
which are themselves but half appreciated by 
lovers of beauty anywhere. The light upon it 
is constantly changing, so that you have a 
panorama of ever-shitting beauty before you 
all day long. And the surface is dotted here 
and there by clumps of bushes of very grace- 
ful shape and by tossing, feathery flowers of

Let them ride toward the west when flying 
clouds are scudding through the sky and the 
sun is sinking into a sea of crimson glory at 
the horizon line. Let them watch the rearing 
of these castles and cathedrals in the western 
sky; let them see the purple navies riding at 
anchor in these crimson seas; let them see the 
banners of rose and pearl which the flying 
squadrons of the ciouds trail along the 
southern sky: let them see the minarets 
of silver which rear their slender col- 
umns there—the mosques of Orient pearl 
whose domes blaze in the ehining splendor; 
let them see the snowy ranges of sky Sierras 
there—the fantom ships that float in the pale 
green which shall lie at the north and east— 
show them one such sight as this, and define 
for them its marvelous wealth of color, and 
you have opened to them a new delight in 
life. Every evening they may enjoy this mag- 
nificent pageant.

When they have gained this in the coarser 
form show them the plumage of all the birds 
which you can gather—entirely distinct from 
the range of color found in flowers, yet no leas 
beautiful, no less wonderful, no less in variety 
and charm. Few persons know anything of 
the wealth of wonder there is hidden here, 
The most exquisit tints of nature are perhaps 
displayed in birds. Begin with the peacock s 
breast, and study it witb loving care for days 
and weeks. Then sit down with a brood of 
motiey pigeons. You will see shades you have 
never known existed heretofore. Make friends 
with a bluejay. Get introduced, if possible, to 
an oriole and a flamingo. Make a journey 
to study the paroguets. Live with the birds 
until you «now every peculiar shade on their 
graceful curves and crests, and then you may 
begin to think you know some few of the finer 
gradations of color.

GOWER’S VOYAGE IN THE AIR. 


HIS BALLOON FOUND LN THE ENGLISH CHAN- 
NEL—NO TIDINGS OF THE AEBERONAUT. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 21.—Detaiis of the last 
and probabiy fatal balloon ascension of Fred- 
eric A. Gower are given in a Havre letter to 
the Advertiser. Mr. Gower wus formerly a 
journalist in Providence, and made a million 
of money out of telephones, and married the 
handsome Yankee singer “ Nordica’’ a year or 
two ago, who left him last May, but ballooning 
had been his great ambition, and the naviga- 
tion of the air for war purposes was his special 
study of late. He made his ascension at Cher- 
bourg July 18, in the presence of a large as- 
sembly, including Admiral Franklin, U. S. N., 
and representatives of the French and British 
na vies. His intention was to cross the English 
Channel; if not possible to do that to land near 
Dieppe. A study of the winds ‘that day satis- 
fied him that they were favora nle. He re- 
leased a small pilot balioon first, and it sailed 
northeastward and then eastward. He fol- 
lowed in a big balloon soon afterward. He 
sailed 80 near the housetops for a time that he 
was obliged to throw out ballast. 

About 2 o’clock a French pilot who was pflot- 
ing the English sailing vessel Gogoburn into 
Havre spoke the balloon, which was then a 
dozen miles west of Harfleur., The pilot says 
he was near enough to see the expression of 
Mr. Gower's face, and remembers his blonde 
beard. He called t him and asked if he 
wishea for anything, where he came from, and 
whero he was going. To the last question the 
pilot declares Mr. Gower responded in En- 
glish, *“*Too long!” The pilot thinks he 
meant: As long as possible,“ but Admiral 
Franklin imagines that Gower sad. To 
Londres“ (London). After the balloon had 
gone about four miles to leeward it fell into 
the sea and was there for a long time. Finally 
it rose and disappeared. A fishing-boat found 
it subsequentiy, with an empty car. The Cap- 
tain of the Gogoburn said the calm prevented 
his offering assistance, and a steamer was much 
nearer the balloon; but at Cherbourg the wind 
is said to have been biowing at twenty miles 
an hour all day. ö

They may have a faint sense of there be- 
mg different colors in @ landscape; they may 
know the coarser bues by name, but not one 
man or woman in a thousand gets the pleasure 
out of color which he might derive if he were 
taught to appreciate it ana his senses were ed- 
ucated in that direction. It is an infinit pity 
that such should be the fact. Of ail the pure 
and lasting delights of an unsatisfactory worid 
there is none to compare with the satisfaction 
one may derive from a love of Nature and an 
educated sense of her charms.

new instrument is so very new that it 
has not yet been christened, but it will be no 
abuse of terminology to dub it the time- 
repeater.“ It is the property of the National 
Time-Regulating Company ot Boston and the 
invention of Mr. J. M. Oram, who is now in the 
city exhibiting the child of his contrivance. A 
slight alteration was made last evening in the 
working details of the machine, and a TRIBUNE 
reporter was thus afforded an opportunity to 
examine it in company with the inventor. - 

For a machine which accomplishes so much 
—namely: the enlightenment of an indefinit 
number of peopie at an almost indefinit dis- 
tance removed, as to the exact time of day— 
the time repeater is very small and unpreten- 
tious It is confined ina wooden box which 
might, on occasion, be slipped comfortably 
into an overcoat pocket, and on its face it 
shows nothing with which the face of an ordi- 
nary clock need blush to compare. What is 
apparent on the surface consists chiefly of 
three things: A small cylinder with concave 
sides, studded at irregular intervals with little 
brass pins; another and a larger cylinder, with 
a larger assortment of pins; and a revolving sort 
of hammer, called a relay. The cylinders are 
80 placed that the lines of their concavity are 

ents of a common circie, on whose centre 
also revolyes the little hammer or relay. The 
larger cylinder may be called for convenience 
the minute cylinder and the smaller the hour 
cylinder. Both are operated by clock-work,“ 
with reference to the purposes hereafter de- 
scribed. At intervals of exactly one minute 
precisely when the second hand of a chronom- 
eter mounts to the figure 60 and starts on the 
next circuit around the dial, the little hammer 
is liberated. and with a buzzing sound re- 
voives laterally upon the centre above men- 
tuoned. As it revolves, its outer end comes in 
contact with the pins on the sides of the two 
cylinders. It strikes the hour cylinder first 
and strikes a numder, according to the number 
ot pins in its track; then, encountering the 
minute cylinder, it strikes two rows of pins 
successively and registers two successive num- 
bers. The result is a series of successive 
knocks, resembling nothing so much as a fire- 
alarm signal—of which a fair example would 
be: — — (2), — — — (3), (5), 
The significance of this signal would be that 
the chronometer indicated 2:35, or thirty-five 
minutes past 2. 

In point of facet, for each contact with a pin 
and consequent tick there is a momentary 
stopping and renewal of the electric current, 
by which means the signal is communicated to 
all the telephones connected with the repeater. 
The arrangement of the pins on the cylin- 
ders is a mechanical contrivance, simple, but 
highly ingenious. Itadmits of 720 combina- 
tions to accommodate the expression of each 
ofthe sixty different changes which occur in 
an hour. Error is impossible, on account ofa 
contrivance for discontinuing the circuit auto- 
matically immediately upon the occurrence of 
any accident or breakage. The repeater gives 
perfect time, or none at all. The repeater has 
been operated successfully with a battery of 
four cells. Last night two of these cells were 
discontinued and, with the remaining two, the 
time was plainly indicated as far away as El- 


n. 

The universal adoption of the repeater may 
lead to consequences of far more importance 
than appear on the surface. With a telephone 
in his room a man may arise in the dead of 
night, go in the dark to the receiver, and know 
the exact hour, minute, and second of his un- 
timely awakening. Or, better still, a lazy man 
needs only to bang a telephone at his bedside; 
then, if he awakes in the morning with that 
nameless prescience which comes to all at 
tiraes of having awakened an hour before his 
time, be has only to hold the instrument for a 
moment to his ear, corroborate his first im- 
pression, and sink back into the luxurious en- 
joyment of an early morning nap. Any one 
who has fished aimlesly under a pillow, on a 
cold winter morning, for a $4.50 watch and 
found, when at last its dirty face came to view, 
that the watch had stopped, will appreciate the 
value of the new arrangement. 

Jewelers complain that the new device has 
set their patrons to counting the seconds and 
made them captious and exacting. A man 
whose telephone is connected with the re- 
peater rushes in to his jewelerin angry haste 
and deciares: 

Here, this won't do! Last week I lost two 
seconds and a half and this week I’ve gained a 
second already. I thought you said this watch 
kept good time?“ 

This is embarrassing to the watchmaker, be- 
cause he knows that his best wares are not 
without a flaw, and that the accumulated er- 
rors of a month, or even a week, are palpable 
without the aid of a new-tangled detective 
contrivance. 

The only trouble is thus far that the tele- 
phone company has not yet adopted the re- 
peater and may not doso. It “comes high,’’ 
and there is no plan perhaps by which the com- 
pany can get immediate returns for the invest- 
ment. They cannot consistently add to their 
rental rates, because these rates are already 
high. The only hope for the public would seem 
to lie in the fact that the telepbone service of 
Chicago is of a very high grade, and the com- 
pany cannot afford to let slip any opportunity 
to improve it as the adoption of the repeater 
would improve it. Chicago is by all odds the 
most important telephone centre west of New 
York—perbaps the most important in the coun- 
try. 

"There are over 4,000 telephones in use here 
against about 5,000 in New York, with much 
better service here. St. Louis bas 1,500 tele- 
phones, and other minor towns arg propor- 
tionately supplied in about a unfform ratio to 
their popuiation.

The accused form 
the bulk of the respectable white adult male 
population of two or more townships in 
Edgefield County. They were taken away from 
their plantations at a busy season of the year, 
and in their absence it is impracticable to con- 
trol the colored laborers, who are fliching the 
cotton from the helds right and left. It is as- 
serted that many families will be deprived of 
bread and meat by the arrest and confinement 
of these men. Yesterday the Sheriff was ar- 
rested by the Coroner upon a warrant sworn 
out by a brother of Culbreath charging bim 
with official misconduct in permitting two 
of the accused iynchers to escape 
from jail last week. The Sherif gave 
bond for his appearance at court. Two of 
the prisoners were permitted by himto go to 
their homes Wednesday night under the charge 
of a constable with the understanding that 
they would return last night. Tor this offense 
another warrant was issued against the Sberiff 
charging him with maliciously permitting pris- 
oners to escape. He was again arrested and 
again gave bail. The excitement over the 
affair is still at fever-heat. The two prisoners 
who escaped from jail last week were re- 
captured in Georgia and brought back to 
Edgefield. 

In extenuation of the lynching it is asserted 
that Culbreath treated his wife with the ut- 
most brutality after her father’s death, and 
that his conduct was so offensive to the people 
of the county that it is surprising that he was 
not lynched at an earlier day. Among his 
other offenses, it is said hat in a drunken fit 
he lashed his wife with a buggy whip, and when 
remonstrated with by her mother lashed 
the latter in the same way. As a consequence 
of his behavior a separation took place. Cul- 
breath, however, continued a surveillancé of 
his wife’s actions, and without any reason 
whatever was furiously jealous. As is known, 
young Hammond was assasinated in the yard 
of Mrs. Culbreath’s house, where be had gone 
at the request of herson to remain for the 
night. It is said that Culbreath caused Ham- 
mond to be assasinated. This, at all events, 
was believed in the county, and was the im- 
mediate cause of the lynching. 


THE REVENUE COMMISSION, 


TAXING CREDITS—A NEW RAILWAY SCHEME 
—SUBSTITUTE FOR THE BOARD OF EQUAL- 
IZATION. 

The Revenue Commission began yesterday’s 


proceedings with a warm debate on the date 


and place ot the next session, several members 
expressing a desire to remain in Chicago, and 
others, amongst whom were Messers. Duff, 
Warren, and Wilson, advocating a speedy: re- 
turn to Springfield. It was finally decided that 
when the commission adjourned it should be 
to meet again in Chicago one®week from next 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Burchard called up a resolution offered 
by him Oct. 2, providing that in the revision of 
the revenue laws, in lieu of providing for the 


taxation and listing as credits of notes, bonds, 


or other evidences of indebtedness secured by 
mortgage on real estate, the value of the in- 
terest or claim of the mortgagee should be as- 
sessed against him, and taxed as an interest in 
the mortgaged premises, the total vaiue of the 
latter being apportioned between him and the 
owner according to their respective interests. 
Mr. Burchard made a. lengthy plea in 
behalf of the resolution, declaring it 
was high time some remedy was devised to ap- 
portion properly the burden of taxation be- 
tween the owner of mortgaged land and the 
mortgagee. Mr. Green (now present for the 
first time during the Chicago session) thought 
the passage of such a resolution might possi- 
bly divert the intiux of capital into the State 
by prejudicing money-lenders. Judge Duff 
said it would lead to litigation that the young- 
est member of the commission present would 
not live to see the end of. He avowed with 
great emphasis that a note for $100 or $1,000, 
signed by a man whose credit was unexcep- 
tionable, and rendered thereby as ensily ne- 
gotiable as currency, should be taxed just like 
any other property. Further eonsideration of 
the resolution was postponed until the next 
meeting of the commission. 

Mr. Thomas introduced & resolution to serve 
as a substitute for all sechons of the revenue 
code relating in any manner to the taxation of 
railroads. The resolution requires the Auditor 
to multiply by five the amount of each rail- 
road’s receipts for the preceding year, the 
product to be deemed the taxable value of all 
the franchises and privileges legally exercised 
by such road, and to be levied on accordingly, 
any road failing to pay its taxes to the State 
Treasurer in March of each year to be 
liable for action for the amount, with interest 
at 3 per cent per month, and to a fine of not 
less than $500 a day for every day in default. 
The resolution was ordered printed, and con- 
sideration of it deferred till next session. 

Mr. Ewing moved an amendment to Sec. 73 
regarding the provisions for the appointment 
of Deputy Assessors, which was agreed to. 

Mr. Hay then sprung the surprise of the ses- 
sion by offering the following resolution, which 
was ordered printed and consideration of it de- 
ferred till next session: 

Resolved, That the Governor shall appoint, by 
and with the advice of the Senate, six skilled and 
competent persons, not more than three of whom 
shall be of the same political party, who, together 
with the Auditor of State, who shall ex-officio be 
a member thereof, shall constitute a board, to be 
denominated the Board of Tax Commissioners, 
who shail perform all such duties as heretofore 
have devolved upon the Board of Equalization. 


Tue commission then adjourned.

The Gold Men Striving to Have Silver 
Excluded Aitogether from the 
| Ourrency | 


Warning 
With- 


— following letter explains itself: 
O. 108 Firtn Avenue, New York, Oct. 22, 
1885.—The Hon. A. J. Warner, M. C.- Dan Sin: 


Within some forty days Congress will meet and 
the currency question will come to the front. 


It will soon appear whether Congress surren- 


ders to the gold power or resolutely protects 
the people. The gold men will strive to ex- 
clude silver from the currency; this is the 
danger of which the President in his letter of 
Feb. 24 gave warning when he said: It is of 
momentous importance to prevent the two 
metals from parting company.”’ 

Producing silver more largely than any 
other nation, we have contrived to decrease its 
value and to advance the price of gold. 

By the Coinage act of 1873 we mate the gold 
dollar unit of value” and demonetized siiver, 
and from that date until 1878 the silver dollar 
was not a coin of the United States. 

We have made the cvinage of gold free and 
forbidden the free coinage of silver. The great 
famine in India prevented that populous coun- 
try from taxing their usual amount of silver 
because they had nothing to give in exchange; 
there was a falling off in a single year of 853. 

478,205, and A of the German Empire, 
with other rs, in adopting the goid stand- 
ard, and that of the Latin Union in ceasing to 
coin silver, besides a large yield of the mines, 
all combined to reduce the price; and then, 
having aided in depressing the relative value 
of silver, we passed the Biand bill making 412% 
grains a legal-tender dollar, and without any 
provision for circulating this bulky coin by 
means of notes that would pay debts. This 
scheme has failea. 

In England, as you know, coinage is free. 
Any one can take gold bullion of standard ne- 
ness to the Bank of Engiand and receive there- 
lor bank-notes, which are a iegai-tender and 
convertible into ooin at the holder’s will. 

If our Government will allow its citizens the 
like freedom in regard to silver, the danger of 
“the two metals parting company” would 
vanish. 

A SINGLE GOLD CURRENCY. 

In a former paper I have shown how a single 
gold currency, which is of necessity small, en- 
ables combinations of capital to lock much of 
it up, make money “tight,” raise the rate of 
interest, depress property, and despoil the peo- 


ple. 

The only objection raised against silver 
money is, that it fluctuates in value. In the 
first place, a small fluctuation in the bultion 
value of silver ciroulated through legal-tender 
notes is of no importance; and next, it is not 
true that silver coin under the same equal 
legisiation as that applied to gold coin fluctu- 
ates materially, as history proves. During the 
period of forty years next prior to 1878 there 
was scarce any fluctuation in the London 
price of silver. In 1833 it was a fraction over 
59d; in 1878 it was the same. But betore that 
year ended the United States, the great Ger- 
man Empire, Denmark, Sweden and Norway, 
soon followed by France, Belgium, Switzer- 
land, Greece, and Holiand, ceased the coinage 
of silver, and Great Britain nad long before 
demonetized it. These causes have combined 
to depress silver. Most of the causes will en- 
dure, and the value of silver will remain de- 
pressed, and no act of Congress can prevent it. 
Co may increase the price of silver con- 
siderably by increasing the metal in a dollar, 
making oninage free, and circulating silver by 
means of legal-tender notes, but no Congres- 
sional action can restore silver to the value 
which it had prior to 1873. Let the chief 
Powers of the world treat gold as they have 
treated silver and gold would fall and fluctuate 
as rapidly as silver. 

That the causes above named have given a 
permanent depression to silver seems to have 
been overlooked by those who contend that the 
silver dollar of 412% grains can be legislated 
up to the value of the goid dollar by our own 
Congress. Not one of the leading nations of 
Europe coins silver any longer; the goid-mines 
yield less of gold and the use of gold in the 
arts increases. How can the relative value of 
silver fail to remain less than before these im- 
portant changes took piace? 

It we would circulate silver we must increase 
the weight of the dollar and issue legal-tender 
notes upon the deposit of silver. But the gold 
party do not wish to have silver dollars at any 
weight or to have silver circulated in any 
form. 

The gold party are compact, organized; 
know exactly what they want and concentrate 
their energies to attain theirend. The Bank- 
ers’ Convention at Chicago resoived “that the 
law should be immediately suspended and re- 
main suspended until an international agree- 
ment of the leading commercial nations gives 
substantial assurance as to the future relations 
of gold and silver as money.” This means 
suspension forever. 


THEY ARE NOT STATESMEN. 

As a rule, to which there are some eminent 
exceptions, bank Presidents are not statesmen, 
and tney care little about the effect of a finan- 
cial act upon the great body of the Nation. 
The business of a bank President is to make 
all the money he can for his bank; the duty of 

an American statesman is to understand and 
protect the interests ot the whole people. 

The able men behind the gold movement 
know well that if the Biand bill is 
without a substitute silver will forthwith cease 
to be a coin. As I have before stated, when 
this bill was passed the silver dollar was not a 
coin of the United States, and had not been 
since it was demonetized by the act of 1878. 

The silver men will be worsted in this con- 
test unless they change their tactics, and unite 
upon a measure which is fair and reasonable. 
It is not iair or reasonable to insist that 412}, 
grains of silver shall make a legai-tender dol- 
lar when, for the reasons above stated, its in- 
trinsic value is far less than the gold dollar 
the unit of value which we ourselves have es- 
tablished. : 

One-half of the people have been made to 
look upon the present silver dollar as a fraud. 
It was not intended as a fraud. Those who 
passed the bill, from a forgetfulness of the 
tact that silver bad been depreciated by the 
combined action of many foreign nations in 
excluding it from coinage, mistakenly thought 
that the value of the old dollar could be re- 
stored by an act of Congress. If the silver 
meu are not blind they must see that, meas- 
ured by our own “unit of value, 412% grains 
of silver are worth much less than they were 
twenty years ago, and that it is a gross injus- 
tice to attempt to force the depreciated dollar 
into the currency. 

If the silver men will survey the situation 
they cannot fail to see that the lad men are 

“gaining rapidly, and that most of those who a 
ago claimed to be in favor of an honest 
silver dollar now oppose every measure which 
contains a substitute for the Biand bill, and 
demand an immediate and unconditional repeal 
or suspension ot it, and by every means strive 
to hinder the consideration of any plan which 
proposes to circulate silver dollars at ail. 

It the stiver men will unite upon a fair and 
honest measure they can carry it; if they do 
not, their defeat is certain. No plan which 
does not propose to increase the weicht of the 
silver doliar wili pass, and no bill which does 
not provide for the circulation of silver 
through Government notes ought to pass. 

Your plan, which 80 fairly meets the objec- 
tions about the ratio of gold to silver, receives 
no favor from the professed silver men, who 
say that they want an honest silver dollar.“ 
The truth W. that such are under the power of 
the gold rulers, and will vote with them when 
tue test comes.

SIGNAL-STATION FLAGS.

—15° or more. When both flags are hoisted 
togetherin this region it signifies that the 
wind will be from the Northwest with a veloci- 
ty of twenty-five miles. The same signal on 

sea coast indicates the approach of an off- 
sbore wind.)

Poultry 
was again weak, by reason of heavy 
The Eastern markets are re- 
perted to be completely demoralized, and ship- 
pers are sending large quantities here. The mam- 
moth celery grown inthe suburbs is an immenre 
favorit in the South, a large volume of orders com- 
ing in daily from the principal cities in Virginia and 
Kentucky and New Orleans. It is known in most 
of those places as the blue and red ribbon” cel- 
ery. 

Game was easy and plentiful, and eggs scarce 
and Me higher. Some of the leading grades of Sep- 
tember cheese advanced Aale. while the butter 
market was .unchenged at the recent advance. The 
grocery market was brisk and values well main- 
tained. Hay was steady and quiet. Whisky ad- 
vanced another lic, 

The dry-goods market experienced a slight in- 
crease in the demand from buyers in the city, which 
was in a measure due to the fine weather, while 
there was an average volume of mail orders from 
the country. A cold snap, however, is expected to 
create a heavy demand when it does come, and 
jobbers are preparing forit. Values are practical- 
ly unchanged, and a steady feeling prevails. 

The gossips had it yesterday that there were 2;300 
cars ot wheat on side tracks at Mirneapolis. 
Subsequently they figured it out that the side tracks 
in and around that city will not hold so much, and 
then modified the gstimate to 1,500 cars. We note 
that the reported receipts of wheat at Minneapolis 
and Duluth during the last six weeks foot up about 
9,750,000 bu, and there has been in the same time a 
moderate movement of wheat from the Northwest 
to other receiving points. This may help to ex- 
plain the fullness of warehouses at some places, 


and a general bigness in the visible supply as a 


consequence of piling on new wheat to full stocks 
of oid, 

The veteran observer, Aleck Hitchcock, has 
returned from a tour of examination in the corn- 
fields of some parts of the West, and reports that 
be has found vast quantities to be rotting on the 
stalks. He would not wonder if the loss from this 
and other causes may prove to be as much as one- 
eighth from the largest estimates of the crop. Of 
course the long spell of damp weather must be 
accepted as the prime cause that gave birth“ to 
the rotting. 

The following incident of yesterday is a sample 
of the way in which the actions of some men infiu-

20,000 bu of wheat, and was told to put it down to 
Mr. A. He at once offered to buy 100,000 bu more 
at the same figure. 

Yesterday was the first day that the receipts of 
wheat at principal Western points have showed a 
decrease on this crop as compared with the corre- 
sponding day in the previous week.

This may not mean any- 
thing, but the fact is worth noting, and this mode 
of comparison is obviously one which offers re- 
sults that can be better accepted as measures than 
one in which the same days of the week are not 
em ployed. 

The price of whisky is this market has been ad- 
vanced to 81.13. The distillers are understood to 
have substantially agreed on the formation of 
another pool, which will be formally organized 
early in the coming week, if no snag be struck in 
the meantime. The advance of the last three davs 
is equal to de per gallon on the price of unfinished 
goods.

A firm in this city reported yesterday that it has 
recently bought600 cars of corn in Southern Ohio 
to be shipped East at prices which will enable it 
to be laid down on the seaboard at about 8e per bu 
less than it would cost to buy old corn here and 
ship it to the seaboard. The corn is new, and will 


not be delivered till November.

The 
obateau formerly belonged to the Count de 
Beaufort, who sold it to King Leopold II. It 
was builtin 1130, is of Gothic style, and re- 
veals architectural beauties of the highest 
order.

The chromopatb re- 
marked that they give a glow to the cheek, a 
healthy pink look to the skin, and preserve 
the face free from pimples. They seemed to 
be made of silk, with pomade spread thereon, 
and lined with fleece.

Gioves having a similar effect on the skin are 
also widely used. 

The cosmetics, pastes, washes, creams, lo- 
tions, baims, biooms, perfumes, dyes, and oth- 
er liquids for the bair, puffs, pencils for streak- 
ing the veins, brushes for laying color on the 
eyebrows, preparations for brightening the 
eyes, rouges for the lips and ears—these and 
other accessories to beauty which are manu- 
factured are so great in number that a catalog 
of them would be a large volume. The poison- 
ous nature of most of the compounds for des- 
orating the face is admitted by druggists. Lill- 
ian Russell, the act not long ago became a 
noticeable example of ir evil effects. Cos 
metic washes cohtain lime, carbonate of lead, 
oxide of zinc, oxychloride of bismuth, subni- 
trate of bismuth or pure white lead, and in 
many cases mercury and muriatic avid. Event- 
ually these substances ruin both the health 
and the skin. Other materials employed in 
making face washes and powders are talc, a 
sort of soap-stone: magnesia, potato starch, 
rice powder, arrow root, orris root, chalk, and 
flour. A Kearny street pbarmaceutist stated 
that glycerine, which is put in some washes, 
has, when combined with other substances, a 
very irritating effect on many skins, and 


causes the cuticie to break out in eruptions. 


Pearl white, that muchb-heard-of paint, is not h- 
ing but pure white lead in flakes. 

One apothecary was called on by a freckled 
woman a few weeks ago for concentrated ex- 
tract of the juice of lily bulbs with rose water 
and glycerine added, but as he had never 
heard of such an extract he conciuded she 
must have been duped by some recipe-vender. 
Freckles and other blemisbes, such as pimples, 
flesh-worms, and tan, are removed to a great 
extent by bichloride of mercury or corrosive 
subiimate.- A tincture of gum benzoin was pro- 
nounced efficacious for producing clearness 
and rosiness of the cheeks. It seems to draw 
the blood to the skin. Some young women 
who have a rosy color are anxious to diminish 
it, and eat chalk, slate, and tea-leaves for that 
purpose. They produce a palor by undermin- 
ing the health. Arsenic produces a beautiful 
paleness, but the cause of such a complexiou 
is unmistakable. It is also used for improving 
the white of the eye, to which it imparts a 
clear gloss and smoothness. ‘be eyes are a 
department by themselves in the institution of 
artificiul beauty. It is generally supposed that 
belladonna has a harmiess effect on the organ 
of vision, but a druggist denied the truth of 
this impression. It dilates me iris, making the 
eye seem larger, and relieves all rigidity of the 
optical muscies. Antimonial preparations are 
also used for brightening the eye, and often 
they are washed with orange juice for that ef- 
fect, 

„Beauty baths” are given in many places. 
They are intended to whiten all the skin. A 
medical man when questioned regarding them 
said they are necessarily unheaithful. They 
bleach the skin. To do this chloride ot calcium, 
which is poisonous, is placed in the water in 
which Eve’s daughters dip. 

The professional beautifier’s arts embrace 
manicuring. Dealers in toilet articles state 
that this is one of the manias of the day, and 
very many manicure sets, with which men and 
women may keep their nails in first-class order, 
are being sold. They consist of salve to soften 


the hard skin, liquid to dip the fingers in, pow- | 


der te polish the surface of the nail and bring 
out a pink glow, and emery-paper. Mauicur- 
ing was first introduced in Frisco about two 
years ago by a woman who states that there 
are only four regularly-certificated manicures 
inthis country, she being one.

If the decker is successful the 
Cadi is called in, there is a signing of contracts, 
and the young lady is conducted to the house 
of her intended.

- Let a halr- 
dozen Turkish women get together on n 
indolent afternoon, with cushions, ana sher- 
bete, and fans to their taste, and a more ac 
complished scandai-factory could not well 
be imagined. One will be bubbling over 
with suppressed excitement about the dis- 
covery she has made that a mutual acquaint- 
ance is embroidering a vest for a stran- 
ger without her husband's knowledge. 
Another has surprised Ali’s daughter 
giving a flower to a passing man. A third 
1s borror-struck that her friend should be im- 
modest enough to let her veil down in the 
street. And if they want to be particulariy 
venomous toward a fair acquaintance they tel 
in concert that she is in love with a man that 
wears a hat. This last is the worst reproach 
that can be heaped on a Turkish woman. No 
Mobammedan ever wears a hat—the fez is uni- 
versal. And to say that a woman loves a man 
with a hat implies not only that che has for- 
gotten her modesty, but her religion. The 
Turkish women are much more narrow and 
conservative than the men. Except in out-of- 


the-way districts Coristians are no longer lia- | 


bie to insult from masculine Mohammedans, 
but nine out of ten of the older women, even

Subsequently they 
got a little canary in a cage, and finally a few 
flowers. Then they introduced a kitten one 
day, and in order that the bird should not be 
harmed they made a little kenne! for the kitten 
and put it outside the window.
